Washington, D. C., June 11.—(Special.)—If orders sent 
late tonight to General Shafter are executed, the transports 
carrying the invading forces, convoyed by seven warships, are 
now en route to landing places selected by Admiral Sampson. 

Information was received at the Navy department late this 
afternoon which showed the absolute absurdity of Spain’s 
phantom fleet, the alleged appearance of which in Cuban 
waters resulted in General Shafter’s delay. 

Secretary Alger and President McKinley were out driving 
when the news was received, but it was communicated to them 
immediately upon their return to the White House, and a war 
council was the result. 

At its conclusion orders were sent simultaneously to Gen- 
eral Shafter and the commanding officer of the warships, and 
if: these orders have been executed the invading army is now 

on its way to Cuba to follow up the advantage gained by Ad- 
miral Sampson in bombarding Guantanamo, where 600 ma- 
rines were landed. 
DISAGREEFIENT IN THE DEPARTMENTS. 


In regard to the delay of the army of invasion it is stated 
that representative officials of the Army and Navy depart- 


ments failed to agree on certain matters necessary to the suc- 
cess of the Cuban campaign. | 
Naturally much anxiety is exhibited by Secretary Alger 
and Acting Secretary of the Navy Allen over the conflict be- 
tween the two departments. While each of the two officials 
have made statements calculated to demonstrate that officers 
of the army and navy are working in harmony, many officials 
of the War department who are chafing under the bungling in 
military operations, speaking anonymously, demand an ex- 
planation for the delay of Shafter’s army which ought now to 
be in Cuba. 
ALGER REPLIES TO HIS CRITICS. 
Secretary Alger this afternoon issued a voluminous state- 
ment containing contributions from various chiefs in the War 
department, in which he replies to critics and gives a summary 


_ of the work accomplished by the army since the declaration of 


war, But despite his statements, which do not clear up the 
mystery surrounding Shatter’s wait, it is openly asserted there 
is a painful lack of harmony between the army and navy, and 
that officials of each department seek to place the blame for 
the delay in the invasion upon the others. 

Navy department officials assert they were ready to fur- 
nish convoys for the troop transports two weeks ago, and noti- 
fied the War department to this effect, to which officials of the 
latter branch of the government replied that owing to the lack 
of supplies it would be impossible to get matters in readiness 
for the departure of troops for some time, basing this statement 
upon. General Miles’ communications of complaint against the 
failure of the Commissary General and Quartermaster General 
to provide the army with equipments. 

SAMPSON BECOMES IMPATIENT. 

In urging upon the War department the importance of the 
immediate departure of Shafter’s forces, Sampson’s impatience, 
as disclosed in his reports, has been impressed upon the War 
department. 

Sampson, it-is asserted, based his calculations upon the 
Original military plan, which contemplated Shafter’s departure 
from Tampa last Sunday, in which event he would by this time 
have reached his destination in Cuba and would, perhaps, also 
have cleared a good part of the island of the Spaniards. | 

Sampson has been expecting Shafter and has endeavored 
to perform his work in harmony with the latter, but since the

QOVERNOR- TANNER 
LOSES HIS GUIDE 
IN IDAHO’S WILDS. 


‘With Four Friends Was on a Trip 


to a Warren County [line When 
the Pathfinder Was Drowned — 
Executive’s Views on the War. 


Denver, Colo., June 11.—[Special.]—John 
R. Tanner, Chief Executive of the State of 
Illinois, with a party of prominent friends, 
was in the city for a few hours yesterday. 
The Governor came in a special car yester- 
day morning with John W. Gates, President 
of the Illinois Steel company. He has just 
passed through an experience which, he said, 
had “ physically reduced” him, and he 
dresed as he felt. ‘ 

The Governor owns the “‘ Honest John” 
mine in Warren, Idaho, and visited the 
property for the purpose of planning im- 
provements. He had ridden 350 miles over- 
land, through mud@and snow, during his visit 
to Idaho, and had the misfortune to lose 
the party guide. While crossing the Weiser 
River the guide fell into the stream and was 
carried away. He had gone on a duy ahead 
for the purpose of finding a suitable ford, 
but the party crossed the river at the same 
point at which the pathfinder lost his life, 
and finally succeeded in reaching its destina- 
tion. 

The Governor was more inclined to talk 
of the war than of the mischances of his 
party. 

‘““The- Board of Strategy has retarded mat- 
ters,” he said. ‘I should say that if Samp- 
son and Schley had had the same latituite 
as that accorded Dewey the results would 
have been better. This lack of action has 
been due principally to superannuates in the 
naval office. The President, I believe, is act- 
ing according to his own convictions. I a9 
not think he is to be blamed. The thing is to 
act slowly but surely, you know, and that is 
what he its doing. 

“I tendered my services to the govern- 
ment,” continued the Governor, “at the 
head of thé Illinois National Guard, but the 
department would not muster the men in as 
a guard and I quit. Illinois is full to the 
brim with enthusiasm. In my State we 
could raise the entire 75,000 volunteers called 
for in the second call without much trouble. 
We have twenty-five full regiments now 


| formed and anxious to go tothe front. I am 


inclinedto the traditional policy of the nation 
in the matter of new territory. I do not 
favor new acquisitions of land. We have 
enough land already. If we could annex the 
islands where War is now being waged, it 
would require a standing army of from 
50,000 to 100,000 men, and that is not desira- 

I have always advocated the plan 
of taking Puerto Rico, Cuba, and the Philip- 
pines and then establishing a protectorate 
over them, leaving the people to work out 
their own salvation. We need the Ha- 
walian Islands, I will admit. They are 
valuable as a coaling station, and if we have 
not got them already we soon will have 
them.”’

On Dispatch Boat off Santiago, June 7, via 
Kingston, June 11.—Rear Admiral Sampson 
| said today: “af I had 10,000 troops I could 
occupy Santiago within forty-eight hours.” 
| All naval officers wonder why no land 
forees are furnished. Santiago’s cefenses 
are now practically demolished, but delay 
means repairs, remounts of the smaller 
guns, and the placing of Cervera’s eleven- 
inch guns in good positions. 

Next week the army faces thrice the difi- 
culty of today. If given a little time Cer- 
vera can cover the land and sea approaches 
by four eleven, two ten, forty six inch guns, 
and over a hundred six-pounders and 
smaller rapid firers. Sampson’s daily shore 
reports show that these guns are not yet 
removed from the ships, but the Admiurai 
is most anxious for the troops before Cer- 
vera plants batteries that will cost rivers of 
blood to take. He has ordered a marine bat- 
talion here independently. 

Under orders from General Miles, forward- 
ed by Sampson, Garcia is nearing Santiago. 
He probably has 2,000 men and tweive 
Hotchkiss twelve-pounders. Sampson is con- 


‘artillery ashare to aid Garcfa ‘tf he arrives 
soon. He mcy take Santiago before the 
tardy troops gét there. Garcta’s men are 
the best disciplined of the Cubans. They are } 
used to support artillery. The steep hills 
surrounding Santiago are excellent for bom- 
| bardment, signaling, and assault. 

The nightly risk of torpedo boat attacks 
is wearing greatly on the fleet. Even 
“ Fighting Bob” Evans is showing the 
strain. Sampson appreciates this, but is de- 
termined that no Spanish cruiser shall 
escape. He said to me today: 

“4 Especially after the other night’s tor- 
pedo episode the wear on our Captains has 
been tremendous. Neither can their crews 
stand the nightly strain and be at their 
best, but we must keep right close up so 
that by no possibility of darkness or storm 
can the Spaniards escape. It is said the 
sunken Merrimac bars theirexit. That may 
be so, but,’’ and Sampson spoke from his 
heart, ‘“‘I would rather lose my head than 
let one of them get away.”’ 

The local Cuban chief Cebreco is aiding 
greatly. He reports that there are 7,000 
Spanish troops in the Santiago entrench- 
ments, fortified keys, and the barbor de- 
fenses. Chadwick estimates the number at 
5,000, and my last field news shows that 
number. 

No railroads connect central with far 
eastern Cuba. Spanish reinforcements are 
impossible, and less than 10,000 regulars 
would more than capture and hold this 
valuable base, Santiago and its cable con- 
nections. 

Sampson is determined to do something, 
even if unaided by troops. 

Admiral Sampson speaks of today’s bom- 
bardment as splendid target practice. He 
said: The men shot well.”’ 

The naval reserves are most enthusiastic. 
Chadwick said: “I think we have disabled 
eleven out of thirteen guns.” 


ONE SPANISH SPY 
CAPTURED AS HE 
STARTS FOR SPAIN. 


Edward G. Montesi Arrested on a. 
Steamer at New York—Charts of 
the Harbor Defenses Found in 
His Trunk. 


New York, June 11.—[Special.J—E. G. 
Montesi, with a Spaniard whose name is not 
yet known; Mrs. Montesi, her two daughters, 
the Misses A. and T. Montesi, and their maid, 
were taken from the steamer Tartar Prince, 
which sailed from Atlantic dock, south 
Brooklyn, at 2:30 p. m. today. A United 
States officer and four men and several ve- 
cret service agents boarded the Tartar 
Prince just before it started for the Mediter- 
ranean. They searched Montesi!’s trunks, 
whose openly declared sympathy for Spain 
had put him under strong suspicion. 

They found and seized charts and plans of 
New York harbor, of the fortifications and 
other defenses, of the mine fields, and com- 
munication from the Spanish officials.. They 
put Montesi, his family, and the Spaniard 
on a tug that hed followed the steamer down 
the bay, and took the two mem to Governur’s 
Island, where they are now confined. The 
women, who with Montesi were booked for 
Genoa, were taken to Brooklyn, and re- 
turned to their home there, 125 Coffey street. 

Montesi is 82 years'old. He says he is an: 
Austrian by birth. He came to America 
twenty-five years ago, settled in business, 
And, being shrewd and careful, has grown 
rich. He is proprietor of the Waido Hotel, 
Hamilton avenue and Unton street.

AMERICAN FLAG HOISTED.

CLARK’S MEN ASHORE FIRST. 
Off Guantanamo, Cuba, Friday, June 10, via Port 


Antonio, Saturday, June 11.—(Copyright, 1898, by the 


Associated Press.) —The invasion of Cuba by the Ameri- 


can forces began today. Six hundred marines pitched 


their tents about the smoking ruins of the outer forti- 
fications of Guantanamo, and the Stars and Stripes for 
the first time float on a Spanish flagstaff in Cuba. 

To Captain Clark and the battleship Oregon belongs 
the honor of accomplishing the first successful landing 
of the war. Forty marines from the battleship went 


ashore this morning and occupied the left entrance of 
the bay until the troopship Panther arrived with 600 


marines. These, under the command of Lieutenant 
Colonel R. W. Huntington, arrived at 2 o'clock, and 
within half an hour they had burned the buildings of 
the Spanish camp and had set fire to the miserable little 
village which crouched on the beach under the hilltop 


of Guantanamo. 

The whole operation of silencing the guns and land- 
ing the forces was as easy as placing a Sunday school 
picnic. The Marblehead, backed by the Vixen and 
Dolphin, opened fire on the earthworks yesterday. 
The shores to the right of the entrance were lined with 


guns and rifle pits, but the comarca eer after 


firing a few shots. 
The City of Guantanamo lies four miles up the bay 


and a little Spanish gunboat came down to help the 
shore batteries. But it staid just long enough to turn 
around. Numerous shots were fired by the Spaniards, 
but not one landed, and no Americans were injured. 
GUANTANAMO TO BE TAKEN. 

The main fort is within the city limits, and. is still 
to be reduced, but it is not in a difficult position, and 
the American officers say it can Ue taken fifteen 
utes when desired. 

The Marblehead, Dolphin, Vixen, and two paris 
have been off the entrance of the harbor for several 
days, and yesterday morning they sailed into the chan- 
nel.

SAMPSON REPORTS TO LONG. 
It Is Learned Officially at Washington 


That the American Flag Floats 
in Cuba. 


‘Washington, D. C., June 11.—The Navy 
department was in communication today 
with Admiral Sampson off Santiago by cable 
and by mail, with the result that it is now 
known Officially that the American flag 
floats over Cuba; that it was raised by 
United States marines at the mouth of Guan- 
tanamo Bay and that it has been maintained 


there since Friday noon. 


The marines who have thus glorified them- 
selves were 800 in number. They were 
obliged to fight for their lives and in the 
course of that fight to burn down the town 
chosen as the site for debarkation. All is 

_yeady at Guantanamo now for the landing 
of United States regular troops as soon as 
they arrive there, the marines holding the 
ground that they won and being protected 
by the guns of the Marblehead under Cap- 
tain McCall, who has already during the 
present war so distinguished himself by en- 
ergetic and valuable services as to encour- | 

age the belief that he will regain the-num-_ 
bers he lost some years ago through an un- 


fortunate incident. 


Regarding the fleet of transports no state- 
ment is Obtainable at the War department, 
and it is believed that the stituation is as 
it stood yesterday with respect to the start- 
ing of the expedition.

‘NO FIGHT IN THE SPANIARDS. 


They Give Up the Valuable Harbor of 
Guantanamo Without a 
Struggle. 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO. THE NEW YORK 
WORLD AND THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 


On Board Dispatch Boat, off Guantanamo, 

via Mole St. Nicholas, June 11.—Eight hun- 
dred and fifty Ameriean marines landed cn 
the eastern side of the harbor of Guanta- 
namo, forty miles east of Santiago, yester- 
day, under the guns of the battliship Oregon, 
Marblehead, and the Yosemite. 
They raised Old Glory over the ruins of a 
blockhouse and cable station, whence a reg- 
iment of Spanish troops had been driven by 
the well-directed fire of our ships, and their 
tents are now pitched upon the camping 
ground of the enemy. 

The landing was begun at 2 o’cleck in the 
afternoon. The huts of the Spanish on the 
beach were burned for sanitary reasons. Not 
one of our men was injured. The Spaniards 
fled like sheep soon after our fire opened. 

The Marblehead, Dolphin, and Vixen, with 
the colliers Sterling and Kingston, had lain 
off the entrance of the harbor several days. 
This morning they were joined by the Or- 
egon.’ Steaming into the harbor for a mile 
they opened fire on the earthworks. The 
shores were lined with the guns and rifle pits 
of the Spaniards. 

A-small gunboat ran down from the City 
of Guantanamo four miles up the bay to aid 
the batteries, but did not stay long. Scarcely 
had it arrived within range before it turned 


and fled back to the city without firifg a 


shot. 
Cheers for Old Glory. 


The marines were commanded by Lieu-

CONQUEST OF PUERTO RICO. 


Island Can Easily Be Conquered by the 
United States—Good Roads 
arid Climate. 


Key West, Fla., June 5.—[Correspondence 
of the Associated Press.)]—C. D. Ajevado, 
who was for twelve years a resident of San 
Juan, Puerto Rico, is thoroughly in favor 
of the United States taking possession of 
Puerto Rico at once. He said to a repre- 


“A United States expedition can land 
where it pleases in Puerto Rico except in the 
neighborhood of San Juan. The best harbor 
in Puerto Rico is Guanica, west of Ponce 
and south of San Juan, from which latter 
place it is distant eighteen hours’ carriage 
ride. The roads between Guanica and San 
Juan, as indeed everywhere in Puerto Rico, 
are excellent, and troops with supplies 
could be moved about the island readily, but 
I would not advise exposing men to the 
tropical sun on long marches. This, in 
spite of the fact that the climate of Puerto 
Rico is the healthiest in the world. The 
rainy season does not begin until August, 
and is of short duration. 

“Yellow fever is almost unknown. Our 
men, however, are not used to the hot weath- 
er, and would wilt under it. San Juan djs 
where the troops should.be landed. The 
American fleet should finish the work that 
Admiral Sampson started last month, and 
batter down Morro and Fort San Carlos. 
The forts are not at all impregnable; we can 
destroy them at some expense, but, judging 


loss of life. Then the troops can be landed 
to defeat the Spanish soldiers and take pos- 
session of the city. The occupation of San 
Juan would end the war in Puerto Rico, for 
the Spaniards could not make a stand any- 
where else. 

*“*I do not underestimate the strength of 
the forts. New batteries have been con- 
structed, new and modern guns mounted, 
and the force of 8,000 Spanish regular sol- 
diers has been doubled. The 3,000 volunteers 
are valueless. There are garrisons at Ponce, 
Mayagues, and other towns, but the great 
mass of troops is at San Juan.”’

The 
men evidently regard their officers ag sol- 
diers of equal courage and superior tech- 
nical knowledge. To the Yankee private

of Prussia is conveyed by noble rank.

TRIES ITS TORPEDO TUBES. 
Holland Submarine Boat Has Another 


Successful Test in New York 
Harbor. | 


New York, June 11.—[Special.]—The Hol- 
land submarine boat had a wonderful test 
this afternoon, and is now so nearly per- 
fected that her inventor is arranging to show 
his engine of war to foreign nations. He 
received a telegram this morning asking if 
he would demonstrate what the boat can do 
to an unnamed Prince now in this country. 
He telegraphed that he would be ready on 
Monday afternoon. 

The test of the boat today began from the 
foot of Fifty-fifth street, Brooklyn, at 2:15 
p. m. It took five minutes to sumerge the 
craft. | 

At some of the dives both flags were lost, 
but Mr. Holland did not dare stay down long, 
for fear of coming up under some of the river 
craft.

The bow torpedo tube, four feet under 
water, was then loaded with a ten-inch 
dummy. In war this torpedo would contain 
150 pounds of gun cotton. It went skim- 
ming out of the tube under water and floated 
forty feet away. |

SITUATION ONE OF PERIL. 


Believed the Spaniards Will 
Burn the City Before 
Surrender.

TRIES TO WIN OVER INSURGENTS.

Havana, via Key West, Fla., June 11.—The 
Cubans in Havana are in danger of mas- 
sacre. 

The volunteers, their bitterest enemies, the 
men whose political domination is doomed 
by the destruction of the sovereignty of 
Spain in Cuba, threaten to repeat the bloody 
deeds of 1871. They are distributing through 
the city, in an effort to inflame the passions 
of the Spaniards, Sirculars blaming the 
Cubans for the war with the United States 
and crying for revenge. é 

The situation is one of great peril. Cuban 
women do not dare to venture out of doors. 
They cannot even stand at the deep-barred 
windows of their homes without meeting 
insults from their Spanish enemies. Their 
houses are closed at sundown, for then the 
Spanish volunteers are drinking deeply in . 
saloons, toasting Cervera, the navy, the 
army, and Spain, and cursing their enemies, 
the Cubans and the Americans. Thenis the 
dangerous hour. Riot and bloodshed are 
possible at any moment. 

Octavio Diaz Hernandez, a Cuban, 68 years 
old, was beaten into insengibility only re- 
cently. The outrage was committed in the 
Restaurant El Centra’, made popular with: 
the Spanish by the @act that the day after 
the Maine was blown up its menu denomi- 
nated all dishes 4 la Maine. 

The proprietor of the restaurant, in con- 


threats regarding what the Spanish would 
do when the Americans attack the city, 
Hernandez replied that the war was not his 
war, but that he owed the United States 
gratitude for hospitality and refuge given 
to him when he was compelled to flee from 
Cuba in 1868.

The arrests were made on complaint of

jheaded by W. H. Miller, candidate for County 
Commissioner, had elected allitsdelegates by 
a harrow margin.

The latter 
was said to bea figureheadYfor A. Van Steen- 
berg of Dalton, whom Senator Humphrey 
was supporting. 

By this arrangement the defeat of William 
H. Pease, for many years the political leader 
of Harvey Republicans and who headed the 
regular Republican ticket as candidate for 
the commissionership, was secured. 

The inwardness of the scheme was not 
definitely known until the following day 
when the Miller delegates went into the con- 
vention and voted for Humphrey.

NEIGHBORS THREATEN LYNCHING. 


Lawndale’was the scene of a tragedy last 
at the cigar shop at 2044 West Twenty- 
sixth street, where Edward Kunz, the pro- 
prietor, shot and instantly killed Oscar 
Swanberg and then locked and barricaded 
the doors and windows of his home and 
defied the crowd, cullected by the shots. 
There were many threats of lynching. 

Police from the Lawndale Station, who at- 
tempted to enter the place, were warned 
from the vicinity by the infuriated cigar- 
maker, who threatened them with thesame 
shotgun that had caused the death of Swan- 
berg. He greeted with mocking laughter all 
attempts on the part of the officers to pac- 
ify him. 

At 6:30 o’clock Swanberg, who was 4 car- 
penter, 48 years old, living at 2935 South 
Forty-first court, entered the cigar shop 
and asked the reason of Kunz’s visit to his 
home during the afternoon. 

Kunz replied that he went to make com- 
plaint against Fred Swanberg, who, he al- 
leged, had endeavored to rob him of part of 
his stock. This so infuriated Swanberg 
attempted to 
grab the cigar man by the throat and chas- 
tise him. A little argument pacified Swan- ° 
berg and the men apparently were again on 
the best of terms, but in some manner the 
trouble was renewed, and this time it re- 
sulted in a fist fight, Swanberg insisting 
that Kunz had wronged him and his family. 

As Swanberg approached the cigarmaker 
to grasp him the latter ran to the rear of 
his shop, and, seizing a loaded shotgun, 
pointed it at the carpenter, who held up 
his hands and pleaded piteously for his life. 
Kunz’s anger made him obdurate, and he 
pulled the trigger, the heavy charge tearing 
a large hole in the right breast of the car- 
penter, who sank to the floor dead.

TAS A NEW POLICY 


Signs Point to an Era of Ter- 
ritorial Expansion. 


NEW LANDS ACROSS SEA. 


Islands Taken from Spain May 
Be Forever Held. 


VIEWS OF PROMINENT MEN. 


Washington, D. C., June 11.—[{Special.]— 
That the government of the United States 
has launched out upon a policy of territorial 
expansion no one in authority will deny. 
The signs clearly indicate that the govern- 
ment is breaking away from the old moor- 
ings, which have held it fast for over a cen- 
tury, and a new policy of territorial expan- 


This change in policy has been brought 
abeut by the war withSpain. General Wes- 
jey Merritt, Military Governor of the Phil- 
ippine Islands, sounded the keynote of the 
new policy in his speech at the Pacific Union 
club dinner in San Francisco, when he said: 
PD hy ay the navy conquers the army must 

The navy has set out to conquer the Span- 


tropics. The Philippines have beén taken, 
the Caroline Islands are to be taken, and 
Puerto Rico will be ours. 

This information is from a Senator who is 
one of the four members closest to the ad- 
ministration. 

The ‘proposed annexation of the Hawalian 
Islands is but the stepping stone to a new 
colonial policy. The same men who favor 
the annexation of these islands support the 
idea of territorial expansion. 

The fact that the United States intends to 
hold the Philippines is evidenced by the fact 
that elaborate preparations are being made 
for the performance of governmental func- 
tions. Assistant Secretary Howell of the 
Treasury is at’ work on a tariff schedule to 
be used in the collection of import duties in 
the Philippines. 


Will Keep the Islands. 


Other indications clearly point to the fact 
that the islands are to be held. Interviews 
with prominent Senators foreshadow the 
new policy. Some of the expressions fol- 
low: 

Senator Stewart of Nevada—The capture 
of the Philippine Islands is surrounded by a 
halo of glory which precludes the possibil- 
ity of disposing of them. If we attempted 
to relinquish control of the islands a wail 
would go up from the people of the country 
which would shake, the Rockies to their base. 
The concensus of Congressional opinion is 
that Spain should be stripped of her sea pos- 
sessions. Once these possessions fall into 
the hands of the United States they will not 
be soon relinquished. 

Senator Stephen B. Elkins of West Vir- 
ginia~The Monroe doctrine must be aban- 
doned. The time has come when it is néces- 
sary that we should keep pace with the na- 
tions of the world in the acquirement of ter- 
ritory. We cannot afford to remain longer 
an isolated nation. We must have outlying 
possessions which we could utilize in time of 
war as well as in time of peace. What we 
need above all other things is coaling sta- 
tions in all parts of the world, and these we 
must have. Hawaii, the Philippines, and 
Puerto Rico should be ours. 

Senator Donelson Caffery of Louisiana—It 
is as clear to meas sunlight that Cuba will 
be annexed to the United States. My posi- 
tion respecting the policy of acquiring addi- 
tion territory is well known. I am not in 
favor of it, yet one cannot be blinded to the 
signs of the times, and everything indicates 
that not only Cuba, but Puerto Rico, the 
Philippines, and other Spanish possessions

Senator H. C. Hansbrough of North Da- 
kota—I am in favor of the new policy of 
territorial expansion. We have reached a

WILL HAVE BUT LITTLE EFFECT 


Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
Vanderlip Talks of the New 
Coinage of Silver. 


Washington, D. C., June 11.—Assistant 
Secreary Vanderlip was asked today about 
the practical working out of that feature of 
the revenue bill which has just passed Con- 
gress requiring the coinage from the silver 
bullion bought under the act of 1890 of 
$1,500,000 a month as a minimum and the 
covering into the Treasury of the “ seignior- 
age’ thus gained. In reply he said: 
‘ Under the operations of the Treasury, in 
the natural course thereof, a gradual] coin- 
age of this bullion has been steadily going 
on as the Treasury notes issued for the pur- 
chase of the bullion were redeemed and can- 
celed. Thus, in the calendar year 1897 the 
coinage from the bullion aggregated $12,651.- 
731, and the seigniorage covered into the 
Treasury on account of this bullio 
amvounted to $3,485,000. 
** Should the operations under t 
bill be limited to $1,500,000 a 
next twelve months there would be $5,348... 
269 in silver in excess of the genera] average 
of the last two or three years. The increase 
in the seigniorage over the average of for- 
mer years will amount to $129,583.34 a 
month. This substantially illustrates the 
average increase under the law. It will be 
seen that practically it is of no serious 
moment in any case.”

FLANAGAN SETS A NEW RECORD. 


Throws. the Sixtecn-Pound Hammer 
158 Feet 4 Inches at Travers Island. 


New York, June 11.—[Special.J]—John Flanagan, 
the Irish Hercules, made athletic history on the 
green oval in. front of the New York Athletic 
club’s. country home at Travers Island today. 
Twice in succession he beat the world’s record for 
throwing the sixteen pound hammer. He would 
have beaten it a third time had he not thrown the 
hammer into the beautiful tree that stands on the 
extreme northwestern edge of the lawn. Recently 
McCracken, the young giant of the University of 
Pennsylvania, beat Flanagan in a ¢ontest and 
established a world’s record of 153 feet & inches. 
Today Flanagan in the vernacular of the day 
made McCracken look like 30 cents.

DEBATE ON AMERICAN ALLIANCE.

, London, June 11.—There is a hopeful feel- 

$ng in diplomatic and financial circles that 

the West Indian war will not lastlong. The 
gpeedy collapse of Spanish rule in Cuba and 
the Phiippines is assumed to be inevitable 
in every European capital except Paris anc 

Madrid. The Spanish Cabinet sternly re- 

goives to continue the war to the bitter end, 

but the military and naval forces have not 
yet shown any sign of fighting power. The 

@panish garrisons at Manila and in Cuba 

have been left to their fate, because it is 

impossible to reinforce them or deliver them 

from famine. The Cadiz fleet is useless for 
actual warfare, and Cervera’s game of hide- 
and-seek has ended ignominiously. 

It ie not easy to determine what impres- 
gion these exhibitions of Spanish inefficien- 
cy are making upon the public mind in Ma- 
Grid, but it is eVident that the truth is slow- 


' ¥y coming out that the situation is a hope- 


less one, and that no blow can be struck for 
the defense of the country’s honor. Wheth- 
er the full force of this revelation can be 
felt without an outburst of revolutionary 
passion is a question fraught with mystery. 
The best-informed observers believe that 
Sagasta will make peace whenever he con- 
siders negotiations safe and the maintenance 
of the monarchy possible. 


Future of the Philippines. 

No attention is paid in England or on the 
continent to the future of Cuba, since thar 1s 
considered an exclusively American ques- 
tion. With respect to the Philippines there 
is a different feeling. Germany, France, 
England, and Russia are all intensely in- 
terested in the outcome of the American con- 

quest and occupation. The idea whicn has 
taken possession of the minds of many :nflu- 
ential Englishmen is that the islands may 
pass under the control of France. hey as- 
gume that when peace is negotiated the 
Philippines will be held as security for the 
payment of the war indemnity by Spain and 
‘that France will provide the money and 
take the islands, precisely as Englard ‘has 
obtained Weil-Hai-Wei. This is a result 
which many influential Englishmen appre- 
fhend, and probably official Germany is 
thinking of it also. It may be assumed with 
the utmost confidence that England would 
prefer a permanent American occupation of 


- the Philippines to any other settlement. Ger- 


many, on the other hand, cannot reconcile 
herself to the acquisition of the islands by 


any foreign power. 


Anxious for an Alliance. 


The debate last night in the Commons on 
the government’s foreign policy was in- 
conclusive except on one point. This was 
the satisfaction felt on all sides over the 
good will existing between England and 
America. Sir Charles Dilke, Sir Wilitam 
Harcourt, Mr. Asquith, Mr. Chamberlain. 
and Mr. Curzon were all of one mind on that 
question. Americans should not make the 
mistake of supposing that Mr. Morley and 
the Liberals are cool towarde America. 
They are warm and hearty in their friend- 
ship for the United States. No English 
leader could afford to take any line of action 
pointing in any other direction. The Lib- 
erals last night seemed disposed to cavil 
over the ministerial contention that Lord 
Salisbury was entitled to the primary credit 
for the improvement of relations between 
England and America. Each bench desires 
the prestige of being foremost in pronioting 
g00d feeling with America.

LARGE TRADE AT STAKE. 


Active Quarrel with the 
United States. 


TROUBLE AHEAD FOR EUROPE 


Spanish-American War to Leave a 
Legacy of Strife on the 
Continent, 


SEVERAL QUARRELS IN SIGHT,

London, June 11.—What should be borne 


most in mind is that German diplomacy, in 
its posture toward Washington, is alto- 
gether moved by commercial considera- 
tions. It is angry to the core with Ding- 
leyism, and the Prussians have no talent for 
being angry suavely. 

“Hence, there may easily arise some rough 
bluster about the Philippines, if there is any 
unnecessary delay in making it clear that 
American tariff restrictions are not to be 
extended to these islands. I am told at 
the Colonial office here that nobody realizes 
how immense is the actual preponderance 
of German trading interests there. The 
ostensible German mercantile colony is far 
and away larger than the English, but be- 
yond that a large proportion of the firms 
with Spanish names are controlled by Ger- 
man capital. If Germany was sure that the 
Philippine trade would be freer under the 


ditions we decide upon, than it was before,. 
she would have no political objection to of- 
fer. Even without this assurance she will 
not go to the length of an active quarrel, 
but that she will be disagreeable is more 
than probable. 

Morley’s allusion to the Anglo-American

‘ Dumb Rumors of War. 
Not directly arising from this particular 
subject, yet none the less connected with it, 
is a certain dumb rumor going through Ger- 
many that a sharp, swift quarrel between 
Berlin and Paris is to be looked for this sum- 
mer. I say dumb, because nobody gives it 
words; but in two recent visits to Germany 
I could not but be impressed by the univer- 
sality of this expectation. In military and 
political ciréles it is no secret that the Em- 
peror has taken a most perfervid interest in 
the Dreyfus case, and is in that state of 
saind about it in which the punishment of 
people capable of such a crime seems a sort 
of holy mission. Sovereigns do not make 
wars on such grounds, but in this special in- 
stance I have reason to believe there is going 
%o be German interference to the extent of 
publishing the official facts about Ester- 
hazy’s treasonable commerce with the Cer- 
man attaché, and it is not to be expected 
that the French will takethis kindly. Thus 
this miserble business into which the French 
people allowed themselves to be ignorantly 
led by a clique of stupid Generals and venal 
politicians prepares a calamity for them. 
Now on every sidé it has cost them the in- 
tellectual respect of Americans and English. 
It has frightened Russia to death about the 
value of an allied army led by such amazing 
asses. And it will bring them insult from 
Germany—practically from the German 
throné itself—which will be hard to bear. 
Just as Russia shrinks from going tiger- 
hunting with the French general staff, so 
Austria and Italy are in no position to make 
their presence in the triple alliance effective. 
The two great opposing alliances have, for 
the time being, at least, become abstrac- 
tions. Germany is substantially free to deal 


with this Mediterranean problem as she likes 


without fear of St. Petersburg or need for 
consulting Vienna or Rome.

TROUBLE ON TOBACCO DUTY. 


Collector Nixon Appeals from the Ap- 
_ praisers to the Federal 


Collector of Customs William Penn Nixon 
yesterday filed an appeal in the United 
States Circuit Court to the recent finding of 
the Board cf General Appraisers in connec- 
tion with the import tax on wrapper and 
filler tobacco. The duty on tobacco classed 
as “wrapper” is $1.85 a pound, while that 
on “‘ filler’ is but 35 cents.

lows them to bring in 15 per cént wrapper 


stock in a bale of the filler product at the 
appraised value of the filler. When excep- 


‘tion was taken to this stand of the importers 


by the local appraiser an appeal was taken 
to the Board of General Appraisers, which 
upheld ,the importers. Collector Nixon, 
therefore, has appealed to the courts.

IN AN ALLIANCE. 


-| Berlin, June 11.—[Copyright, 1898, by the 
Associated Press.]—There is no material 
change in the feeling in Germany in regard 
to the war between Spain and the United 
States. The government scrupulously 
avoids expressing its views on the sub- 
ject, and a few of the German newspapers 
persist in their attitude of little short of open 
towards the United States. 
Throughout the week they have vehement- 
ly ‘maintained that the occurrences at Sant- 
iago de Cuba amounted to “ another defeat 
of the Yankees,” and have gleefully printed 
the lying Madrid dispatches supporting this 
contention. These newspapers also con- 
tinue to charge the Americans with cow- 
ardice for not attacking the Spaniards, 
‘‘'whom, until recently, the Americans re- 
garded as foes unworthy of their steel.” 

A member of the general steff here, in an 
interview with the correspondent of the 
Associated Press, said: 

‘It is hard for a trained soldier of the 
European mold to suppress a sentiment 
akin to contempt when reading the accounts 
of what has thus far been done, or, rather, 
left undone, by the American army against 
‘the Spanish troops in Cuba. With no Span- 
ish-fleet to worry them, money and trans- 
portation in abundance, all the men needed 
at their command, they have been unable 
thus far to even effect a landing of troops. 


This fact speaks for itself. After the enor- 


mous asting of the American press and 
ho systematically belittled the 
Spania for months before the outbreak 
of hostilities, this failure is doubly con- 
Bpicuous. It is the striking proof of the 
great superiority of the European system 
of standing armies that was needed and the 
Americans have furnished it.’ 


Still Hopes for Intervention. 


The above sentiments are apparently 

shared by all the German military men. 
- The attempts of Spain to secure European 
intervention continue in spite of the little 
encouragement held out by the Cabinets 
approached. Count der Villagonzalc, the 
Spanish Ambassador at St. Petersburg, is 
now acting in concert with his colleague 
in Paris, Sefior Leon y Castillo, in an effort 
to obtain the services of Russia and France, 
either immediately or in the near future. 
The German Foreign office is cognizant of 
‘the negotiations but attaches no importance 
to them. A high official of the Foreign 
office positively assures the correspondent 
that neither France nor Russia intends to 
intervene at the present juncture. 

The feasibility and probability of an 
Anglo-American alliance or unferstanding 
is attracting widespread attention in the 
German press, though the idea is universally 
scoffed at as impracticable. The papers here 
profess not to believe in the possibility of 
such an entente, and point out an array of 
alleged facts showing why the interests of 


‘the two nations cannot travel in paraltel 


jines, déclaring that Great Britain’s anxiety 
for an alliance is due to fear engendered by 
her present isvlation. 

The Cologne Gazette ridicules the idea an 
claims that if an alliange were consummat 
Great Britain would secure all the advai- 


_ tages and America all the disadvantages. 


The Frankfort Zeitung is almost alone in 
approving the project. The Foreign office 
does. not take the matter seriously. 


Lively Election Campaign.

Wehner, on Tuesday last, in response to a

Socialists and Agrarians Active. 


The semi-offidal North German 
has been unable to conceal its 
the statements of Count Posadowsky- We 
ner be interpreted as a one-sided declara- 
tion in favor of the agriculturists and middle 
classes. As a matter of fact the only par- 
ties thus far active in the pending elections 
are the Socialists and Agrarians. The gov- 
ernment, while not openly participating, 
clearly sides with the Agrarians. 

A number of cases are reported where 
local government officials have been strongly 
pressing the rural voters to support the 
Agrarians. 

The fact that a bill has been prepared to 
curtail the franchise 'n order to prevent an 
increase in the number of the Socialist rep- 
rescntatives, which is fully corroborated, is 
having increasing influence in the campaign. 

There has been a split among the Cen- 
trists during the week. The Centrists of 
Westphalia have cut loose from the party 
owing to the latter’s lukewarm support of 
the Agrarian demands and have nominated 
their own candidates. The Centrists have 
also lost a number of districts in Bavaria 
through the independent Agrarian move- 
ment among the Catholics. 


Plans for Army Reorganization. 


The government proposes to ask the new 
Reichstag to increase the credits for the re- 
organization of the army and additions to 
the fleld artillery, including the creation of 
mortar batteries and the addition of a corps 
of mounted infantry to every army corps, 
an increase of the ploneer regiments by a 
battalion each, and the formation of three 
new army corps. 

The fact that the United States govern- 
ment is not participating in the Brussels 
a conference is regarded unfavorably 

ere. 

Fifty persons have been made sick by 
trichinosis this week in the neighborhood of 
Swickau, Saxony, and it is asserted*that 
American pork was responsible for it. But, 
when proof of this assertion was invited it 
was not procurable. 

Tt is said at St. Petersburg that Mr. Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt, fearing capture by the 
Spanish, is to leave his yacht at Odessa until 
peace is declared, 

Herr von Hacke, the new second secre- 
tary of the German Embassy at Washirg- 
ton, has sailed for the United States from 
Bremen. 

The mass of work which Emperor Will- 
iam does is judgeable by the figures of last 
year, just issued from the Chamberlain's 
office. His Majesty received 1,026 immediate 
reports, gave 75 decisions. signed 802 Cabinet 
orders, appointments, and other documents; 
5,957 reports were presented to him person- 
ally, while the Civil Cabinet dealt with 50,- 
000 documents addressed to the Emperor 
and about 400 letters or telegrams were re- 
ceived daily by the Emperor. 


Emperoor’s Visit to Palestine. 


_A great deal of political importance is at- 
tached to Emperor William's visit to Pales- 
tine. It is suggested that, besides ending the 
pretensions of France to the right to grant 
protection to all Christians in the East, it 
may result 'n securing Asia Minor as a field 
for German colonization, by the conclusion 
of a state treaty with Turkey. It is pointed 
out that the Sultan will find difficulty in re- 
fusing such a proposal from Emperor Will- 
jam, especially as it is a fact that the Ger- 
mans are already invading Asia Minor as 
well as Palestine, systematically and suc- 
cessfully. 


Todd Seminary to Celebrate Jubiice. 


Woodstock, Ill., June 11.—[Special. ]—Todd 
Seminary for Boys will celebrate its golden 
jubilee June 14 and 15. It ‘s the oldest boys’ 
school in the Northwest, being founded by 
the Rev. R. K. Todd, a ploneer missionary, 
who came to northern Illinois fifty-two years 
ago, and spent almost half a century in 
active educational and religious work in 
this section. It numbers among its patrons 
and alumni many of the professional and 
business men of Chicago. The closing exer- 
cises of the school will occur on Tuesday. 
The jubilee program on Wednesday includes 
the names of Ira Newman of Chicago, Judge 
Charles Donnelly, Dr. W. H. Buck of Indi- 
ana, and Mrs. W. F. Holmes of Aurora.

TRIBUTE TO RESIDENTS. 


TheyeAre Aiding America in De- 
fiance of the World. 


IMPORTANCE OF ISLANDS. 


Opponents of Annexation Make Vigor- 
ous Arguments. 


FEAR POSSIBLE COMPLICATIONS. 


Washington, D. C., June 11.—The Hawaiian 
@ebate in the House began today. Six 
gpeeches were made, covering generally the 
contentions of the support and opposition 
to the resoluticn providing for annexation. 

Mr. Hitt [Ill.]Jeand Mr. Dinsmore [Ark.], 
the ranking Republican and Democratic 
members respectively of the Committee on 
Foreign Affairs, opened debate for and 
against annexation. Mr. Clank [Dem., 
Mo.] spoke in opposition, and Messrs. 
Walker {Rep., Mass.], Alexander [Rep., 
NN. and Gillett [Rep., Mass.) in advo 
cacy of the proposition. | 

There was a good attendance ifn the gal- 
Jeries, but hardly a quorum was at any 
gime upon the floor. The debate will con- 
ginue on Monday, Tuesday, and Wednes- 
day, and probably forty members will make 
épeeches. 

Proceedings began with a mutual with- 
arawal by Mr. Grosvenor [Rep., O.] and Mr. 
Swanson [{Dem., Va.] of uncomplimentary 
- g@nd “ injudicious lafffuage’’ used by them 
relative to each other in the heat of debate 
on Thursday night. 

The Senate amendments to the bill or- 


ganizing the nayal hospital corps were con- | 


curred in and Mr. Hitt then was recognized 
to. begin the Hawaiian debate. He said 
-_gnnexation met with the approval of the 
wHawaiian republic, and there was nothing. 
of constraint suggested by the resolutions. 
The only question to be considered was 
whether it would be wise for this govern- 
gent to take what was affered. Referring 
to the strategic importance of the islands, 
he said they constituted a small territory, 
but nevertheless nineteen great powers kept 
constantly there their representatives to 
jwatch their interests, because of their pe- 
euliar location. 


Immense Value Pointed Out. 


Hitt quoted many naval! authorities 
fn asserting the possession of the islands 
was of great importance, and pointed out 
that no fleet could come from Asiatic wa- 
ters to operate against the Western coast 
without touching at Hawaii for supplies 
and recoaling. The control of the islands 
would be practically an effectual barrier to 
attack upon our Western interests. 

As illustrating the vajue of the islands he 
. spoke of the recent victory of Admiral 
Dewey and the necessity of sending rein- 
forcements to him. This work of reinforce- 
ment could not be accomplished without 
the American ships putting in at Hawail 
to recoal. * 

«Referring to the present attitude of Ha- 
waii in its open friendship and the aiding of 
America, involving the violation of all neu- 
tfYality laws before the whole world, Mr. 
Hitt contended that Spain would have a 
just and enforceable claim against the Ha- 
waiian republic for all damages done to her 
. by American forces aided by Hawaii in 
Violation of neutrality. This country should 
not hesitate to relieve Hawaii of the pros- 
nective burden and to show appreciation 
of the friendship manifested by those in 
control of the government, given in defiance 
of the entire world and all neutrality iaw. 
In this connection Mr. Hitt read from a dis- 
patch of recent date from Minister Sewall, 
in which he said: ‘‘ The strongest influence 
has been brought to bear upon the govern- 
ment to urge it to declare neutrality.” 


Trébute to American Residents. 


Mr. Hitt paid a tribute to the character of 
the Americans who have established a re- 
public in place of a monarchy in Hawaii 
and who now dare to act independently of 
the world in time of the Spanish-American 
war. After reviewing other revolutionary 
movements Mr. Hitt said: °* 

“They are the same men who took a 
worthless Queen and threw her from her 
throne when she attempted to disregard 
property rights and ignore the constitution 
. Wrung from her predecessor.” 


Mr. Hitt spoke not quite an hour, much, | 


of the time being occupied with interrup- 
tions by members asking questions. 

Mr. Dinsmore opened the debate in oppo- 
-@ition. He launched into a long discussion, 
of the unconstitutionality’ of annexation, 
by resolution, reading from many legal 
works to show that no power thus to annex 
existed. Replying to those who contend, 
that Hawali is a commercial and naval 
necessity as a midocean supply station, 
he declared there was already a route tao- 
Yokohama, Hongkong, and to Manila from 
Sam Francisco by way of the Aleutian, 
islands, American possessions, 800 miles 
shorter tham the Hawaiian route. The, 
_ Aleutian route, he said, is open’ the entire, 
year, and the coldest weather on record at 
the Aleutians was seven degrees above zero. 

Mr. Dinsmore argued that annexation 
would mean foreign entanglement, and in. 
this connection he protested against the 
Suggested Anglo-American alliance as be- 
ing a something much to be desired by Eng- 
land, but to be avoided by the United States 
Protesting finally against taking the islanda 
“If we take them, God help us.” 


Might Go to England. 


Mr. Alexdnder expressed the conviction 
that Hawaii would be offered by the Ha- 
walian government to England if this coun- 
try should refuse to accept it. 

“The jingo bacillus,” Mr. Clark [Dem., 
Mo.) declared, ‘‘is indefatigable in its 
» work,” and, proceeding, he said the proposed 
annexation of Hawaii would be the entering 
wedge to a policy that would not end until 
the American territorial enlargement had 
gone to the extent of including the earth. 

“Mr. Speaker,”’ declared the Missouri 
member in a characteristic burst, “if this 
policy is pursued, as the jingoes want it, and 
you are here presiding over the House twen- 
ty years hence, you will be called upon to 
recognize the gentleman from Patagonia, 


the gentleman from Cuba, the gentleman 


from Puerto Rico, the gentleman from 
Greenland, the gentleman from Hongkong, 
the gentleman from Fiji, and with fear and 
trembling the gentleman from the Cannibal 
Islands, as he gazes with gleaming eyes and 
glistening teeth upon your imposing and 
tempting self.” 

A great laugh followed? this prediction 
from the Missourian,

About Great Bombardments. 


. The discharge of heavy projectiles in naval 
bombardments will form one ‘of the note- 


worthy features of our war with Spain. 


Major G. Sydenham Clarke, in his work 
entitled “‘ Fortification,” says that Fort 
Fisher “‘ suffered probably the heaviest bom- 
bardment on record.” It is true that the 
number of shells, semall.and large, thrown 
in the two bombardments of that work was 
enormous, Professor Soley putting it at 


about 15,000 for the first attack and nearly 
22,000 for the second; while Major Clarke 


gives it at 45,000. But no such Immense 


projectiles were thrown at the Cape Fear 


River fort as at Morro Castle and La Socapa, 
Admiral Porter's fleet, although more nu- 
merous than Admiral Sampson’s, having 
had nothing in it to compare with the latter's 
battleships. 

The bombardment of Alexandria was a 
notable performance for that day, and six- 
teen-inch shells were thrown there in limit- 
ed numbers, but it remains to be known 
how their effect compared with that of our 
thirteen-inch and twelve-inch projectiles 
that crushed the works at Santiago. Cer- 
tainly the bombardment of Alexandria can- 
not be likened to that of Santiago in the mat- 
ter of relative injuries to forts and ships, for 
our ships were almost unscathed. | 


. As for our marksmanship, it has been 


up to the best traditions of a notable past. 
At Manila Bay, at Matanzas, at San Juan, 
at Bantiago, it has been superb, and not 


only on a few ships, but as the general rule. 


We should not be surprised to learn that 
the cost of projectiles, for a given time, in 
some of our bombardments on the Cuban 
coast, had exceeded all precedents, but it 
was money well spent.—N, Y. Sun. | |

Dawson, April 27.—Arrivals at Dawson 
are quite numerous now. A party has just 
arrived from Dyea, with dogs, of course, 
making the journey in sixteen days.

For a Postal Savings Bank System. 
Washington, D. C., June 11—The Senate 


Postoffice committee has reported favorably 
,on a bill to establish a postal savings bank 


system. The measure is a consolidation of 


_the best features of the bills introduced by 
‘Senators Mason, Kyle, Butler, Cockrell, and 
‘Chandler, together with the special reports 
, of American Consuls on the postal savings 
. banks in other countries, Offices are to be 
, established at all money order offices and 
_ afterward extended to all postoffices. Any 


person, including minors and married wom- 
en, may open accounts, the first deposit to 
be at least $1. Subsequent deposits of 10 


> cents or multiples thereof will be 
Bot to exceed 


$200 in one month. 


prepared adhesive postal savings stamps. 


are to be issued of one, four, five, and ten 
cent denominations, to be affixed to postal 
savings cards, which are to be received as 
deposits, Two per cent interest is to be al- 
lowed off deposits not in excess of $500 in 
any one year or $1,000 in the aggregate. 
The surplus of postal savings bank funds is 
to be invested in United States or State 
bonds or may be turned into the Treasury 
when conditions demand. After a depositor 
has had at least $10 standing to his credit 
for three months he may exchange it for 
United States postal savings bonds for an 
equal amount, in denominations of $10, $50, 
or $100. These bonds are to bear interest 
at 2% per cent, and payable in lawful money 
on or before twenty years, at the option of 
the government, or upon demand of the 
holder after six months’ notice. The Post- 
master General and Secretary of the Treas- 
ury are to make the necessary regulations 
to carry the system into effect, and the office 
of Fifth Assistant Postmaster General is 
created for jurisdiction over it.—Exchange,

one of them, sunk a Spanish warship in the 
harbor, and made himself master of the situ- 
ation after a terrific bombardment of three 
hours’ duration. Again not a man was 
killed on our side. 

What does it mean? Bad Spanish marks- 
manship in part, of course, but the worst 
marksmanship in the world scarcely ac- 
counts for such a series of facts. Even men 
who should shut their eyes and aim?’ their 
guns at random in the dafk would ordinarily 
do some execution when discharging great 


Krupp guns, rapid-fire guns, and machine. 


guns for hours at a time‘in the general di- 
rection of an enemy.

the companies that a report may be made as 
to what the companies are able to pay in the 
way of compensation to the city for the fa- 
vors they are asking.

‘‘The committee will work toward the 
same endsas werecontemplated by the Lamb 
committee, but it may use different methods 
of arriving at them."’ 

Asked if the committee would report only 
on what it considered a proper rate of com- 
pensation or take up also the question of 
what ought to be the duration of the exten 
sion franchises Mr. Gombard said: 

“It will go into both questions and make 
@ separate report on each.” 

In-this connection a story was told at the 
City Hall during the day by a man whois 

credited generally with knowing something 
about street railway mattcrs and who spoke 
_ in this instanee as one sure of his ground, 
“ As understand it,’’ he said, Mr. Lerkes 
is in a position now where, if he cannot do 
any ‘better, hé is willing to compromise the 
matter on the basis of paying a comparative- 
ly small compensation for a short term fran- 
chise. He wants a fifty-year one if he can 
get it, of course, but if he cannot then 
twenty or twenty-five years is far better 
than nothing. 


May Compromise on Franchise. 


“The longer the franchise the more valu- 
able from a stock jobbing view, but twenty 
or twenty-five years is a long time, longer 
than Mr. Yerkes will live, probably, and half 
a loaf is much better than no bread. Of 


@course the argument can be made that a 


much smaller compensation should be re- 
quired for a short term ordinance than a 
long one, and it is possible a compromise 
may be reached on that basis. The Mayor 
will not agree to fifty-year franchises un- 
der any consideration, I happen to know. 
end he will stick for at least 10 per cent 
compensation for any shorter term ones 
which may be asked for. Still it might be 
possible to pass a compromise ordinance 
for a short term, and calling for little com- 
pensation, over his veto if anybody like the 
Civic federation were to recommend it, and 
oaaggad be the outcome of the whole mat- 

r. 

“ Now it is hardly Nkely any committee of 
the Civic federation will go on record in favor 
or a fifty year franchise. As a body it took 
strong grounds against the Allen law for 
the reason it permitted long franchises, and 
it cannot go back on itself now. It might, 
however, after having the financial status 
of the companies put to it in the proper 
light by the companies’ bookkeepers, report 
in favor of a low rate of compensation, and 
that, in my opinion, is what Mr. Yerkes is 
now playing ftor.”

Women of leisure have a new occu ition 
They have taken to the fancy work ot their 
granddames and ndaunts. Flimsy 
knotted tatting is to be seen these days in 
the slender hands of fair maids and young 
matrons. Scores of years ago f[t was the 
fashionable handiwork of women ywhen 
spending the afternoon at the homes of their 
friends. In thosefar-ofr days, too, it was the 
favorite trimming for dainty underclothes 
and also the fancy aprons in which no grand- 
mamma or fond mamra’s daughter ever 

Andnow, afferall these long 
years, some clever- maid jhas resurrected 
from some long-unused workbox a tortoise 
shuttle. After Weaving it in and out with 
the finest linen thread the trimming of her 
long-dead ancestors appears. 

But one thing is sure, the maid who under- 
takes to make this dainty trimming for gar- 


| ments has-delicate white hands with per- 


fectly-eared-for nails. The girl who has 


‘not long white fingers tipped with shell-pink 
‘nails never takes to her grandmother’s tat- 
‘ting for amusement. The long shiny thread 


needs to be twisted about the thumb, middle 
and little fingers of the left hand, while the 
old-fashioned shuttle is taken delicately be- 
tween the tht'mb and first finger of the right 
and slipped in and out, over and under, time 
and time again, while the pretty hands are 
well exposed to view. 

In no hand work are well-cared-for fingers 
so.much shown to advantage as in the dainty 
handiwork of the granddames. Knitting, 
crocheting, and sewing are all well enough 
in their way, but fair fingers will become 
stained from the dye in wool. No matter 
how beautifully brilliant the reds and pinks 
may be in yarn and worsted, it is another 
thing when it is transferred to fingers which 
should always be spotless. A delicate steel 
needle may also look pretty glistening in the 
sun, but pricks are never comfortable and 
the scars left from them are not supposed to 
be becoming to the lilies who neither toil 
nor spin. 

But tatting is different. Not only is it 
pretty work but its simplicity recommends 
it to those fair ones who love to chatter.

WAR AFFECTS STEEL TRADE. 


It Has Given a Remarkable Impetus 
to the Industry According to 
--Noted Authorities. 


While the war has affected disastrously 
some lines of business, it has given a re- 
markable impetus to branches of the iron 
and steeltrade. War orders have been rush- 
ing in upon many of the companies, and sev- 
eral of the works are crowded to the limit of 
their capacity in the departments making 
war material. 

Others of the iron companies assert that 
the business that has been lost by the check 
to trade in other lines fully counterbalances 
that gained on account of the war. Rather, 
they put it, before the war came they were 
expecting a gain along general lines. They 
believed the country was coming to a condi- 
tion of better business. 
general business that they deplore. Still, it 
is admitted that government construction 
is supplying the works generally with a 
large number of orders. Several of the works 
are running overtime. The companies are 
getting a great deal of business from the 
shipyards and for supplies to strengthen the 
fortifications along the coast. 

A representative of the Pencoyd iron 
works stated that his company is receiving 
orders for beams and channels for fortifica- 
tions along the coast, and is receiving in- 
quiries for other government work. “ How- 
ever,” he said, “ building operations gener- 
ally are suspended toa certain extent, owing 
tothe uncertainty. Business is unquestiona- 
bly stimulated so far as products that are 
of use to the War department are concerned. 
All who roll structural! shapes are benefited.’’ 

Joseph Wharton of the Bethlehem iron 
works sald that the manufacture of steei 
forgings has been greatly stimulated. “TI 
am not so sure, however,” said he, “ that 
the business as a whole has been bene fited. 
Some of e..; departments that represent a 
large capital are standing absolutely idle. 
Rusiness by private individuals, which we 
had hoped was about to improve, has been 
again checked. We were waiting for the 
bountry to lift, so that we could start up the 
old-fashioned branches, and we hoped the 
time was near. So that while there are gov- 
ernment orders, | am not sure that the busi- 
ness as a whole has been benefited.” 

a member of the Pennsylvania Steel com- 
pany says thit they are doing work in turn- 
ing out war supplies, but private enterprise, 
especially in railroad building, has been 
checked, so that there is a counter effect.—

The announcement in 
THE TRIBUNE that the City railway -had 
practically closed a deal for the reméval 
of the General Electric menace now finds 
confirmation from the best official sources.

The General Electric charter may never 
be actually owned by the City railway, but 
it is probably already owned and ‘ oper- 
ated”’ by people who will take care that it 
shall no longer vex and disturb thé City 
railway. 

It was reported yesterday that $950,000 
was paid for the General Electric, but this 
guess is corsidered excessive by those 
posted on the deal. The best opinion ‘is 
that the price was not more than $500,000. 
Details of the deal are still: kept secret, 
but it is supposed that Pierpont Morgan 
has an important connection with it, having 
sold to City railway’s “ friends,’’ or even 
listed himself as a “ friend,”’ and retained 
a controlling interest in General Electric 
bonds, to which, at a recent public pur- 
chase, he established h®& personal title, 
having previously held them as colpteral

FLEGRAPHERS 
OFFER THEIR SERVICES. 


Veterans Who Saw Arduous Service in the Civil War, Most af 


Them Chicago Men, Are Eager to Take 
‘the Field Again Now. 


VARIOUS SECRET CIPHERS USED BY THE GOVERNMENT 


HE expenses of the United States gov- 
: ernment for telegraphic and cable 
communication, for the extension and 
maintenance of new land and marine 
lines, and for the 
rs are not the least 0 e@ m 
entailed by the war with 
ain. 
Oerhere has been a tremendous increase of 
telegraphic business throughout the coun- 
try since war was declared. The great tele- 
graph and cable corporations are working 
their night forces on day relays at many 
important points. Scores of operators have 
been sent to Chickamauga, Tampa, Jack- 
sonville, Key West, Savannah, San Fran- 
cisco, Montreal, and Halifax. The govern- 
ment never before felt so urgently the press- 
ing need for a Pacific cable. A new 300- 
pound, wire is being strung between San 
Francisco and Denver, and another has just 
‘been .put in operation between Portland, 
 Ore., and San Francisco. A million dollars 
is asked for by the Navy department to ex- 
tend and maintain the marine telegraph and 
coast guard ‘service. This doubtless covers 
any contemplated damage to American ca- 
bles, and the repair of Cuban cables, which 
the present exigencies of the war have forced 
*. the government to order severed. Miles of 
telegraph wire, instruments, linemen, and 
‘ operators must be taken to Cuba. Arrange- 
ments are already in progress forthe wiring 
of telegraph lines from point to point, and 
it is more than likely that news of a battle 
fought by American troops in Cuba, in a 
district that is at this moment thirty or 
forty miles from the nearest telegraph lines, 
will be known throughout the world within 
the hour. All of the life-saving stations 
along the Long Island coast have been con- 
nected with the fortifications defending New 
York and with Governor's Island. The en- 
tire coast Kine from Maine south andaround | 
the bend of the gulf to Galveston has been 
divided into districts, and provided with 
telegraph, semaphore, and signal equip- 
ment. Headquarters of the First, or New 
England district, are at Cape Ann and Cape 
Cod; headquarters of the second district on 
the receiving ship New Hampshire, in New 
York harbor; headquarters of the third dis- 
- trict at Norfolk; of the fourth district at 
Charleston, 8. C.; of the fifth district at 
Jacksonville, Fla.; of the sixth district at 
Tampa; of the seventh at New Orleans; of 
the eighth at Galveston. 


Words in Enormous Numbers. 


It is in times like these that due apprecia- 
tiom is had of the telegraph as a means of 
speedily furnishing important information 
to the government and carrying news to the 
newspapers and the people. In one night 
recently the number cf words handled in 
one of the New York newspaper offices ran 
over 100,000. A great portion of this matter 
repeated to Chicago and San Francisco. 
The vast impetus given to telegraph Lusiness 
by the war furnishes employment to all the 
known telegraph talent in the country, and 
when the governinent is ready io send its 
field lines to Cuba and possibly to Manila 
and Puerto Rico it may find a scarcity of 
experts ready to enlist in its service on the 
basis of $35 a month and found to operate 
the wires. In this emergency the members 
of the United States Military Telegraph 
Corps, composed of veteran war telegra- 
phers, have, through their President, Colonel 
William B. Wilson, offered their services to 
the government. Chicago has a larger col- 
ony of the veterans than any other city in 
the country. Many of them are engaged in 
business and the professions and some have 
continued as telegraphers ever since the civil 
war; but all express a willingness:to resume 
active service in the employ of the govern- 
ment where they left off thirty-three years 
ago. There were 1,200 of these expert old- 
time telegraphers in the service of Uncle 
Sam during the rebellion. Their ranks are 
now thinned down to less than 250. Of this 
number twenty-two are residents of Chicago. 
Thirty-five more are in Wisconsin, Michigan, 
Indiana, lowa, Minnesota, and Nebraska. 
The others are scattered over the country 
from Maine to California. | 

These veterans, who saw active, exciting, 
and hazardous service in the fleld—many of 
them wounded and imprisoned—have just 
received from the Secretary of War certifi- 
cates of honorable service, which recognize 
their status as an integral part of the army 
of the Gnited States. The certificate is 
equivalent to an honorable discharge, so that 
‘ail who were wounded or disabled in the 
service of the nation are now entitled to 
pensions. They had to fight for this recog- 
nition for more than twenty years. Congress 
at its last regular session passed the bill rec- 
ognizing by name the United States Military 
Telegraph Corps and directing the Secretary 
of War to issue the certificates of honorable 
 pervice. 

For seventeen years W. R. Plumb, a well 
known Chicagoan, was President of the So- 
ciety of the United States Military Telegraph 
Corps. He saw plenty cf service while at- 
tached to the divisions of the great com- 
manders throughout the war and is the 
author of the work in two volumes entitled 
* Military and Telegraph in the Civil War,” 
which is a valuable and entertaining history 


of civil war events from the standpoint-of.

Officers of the Corps. 


The present officers of the association of 
mMearly 250 federal telegraph veterans who 
stand ready to again take the field in the 
present crisis are Colonel William B. Wilson 
of Philadelphia, President; the Hon. Edward 
Rosewater of Omaha, publisher of the Oma- 
ha Bee, Vice President; and James E. Pettit 
of Chicago, Secretary and Treasurer. Next 
to Chicago, Omaha contains the largest col- 
ony of civil war time telegraph veterans. 
The next annual convention will be held 
there in September. | 

James E. Pettit is’ chief operator of the 
Postal Telegraph company. He enlisted in 

the civil war as a private soldier, and as such 
took part in numerous battles, the first that 
of Falling Waters, Va. He was also a par- 
ticipant in the siege of Vicksburg. In June, 
1864, he was made manager of the war tele- 
graph office at Athens, Ala. When Forrest 
captured the town Pettit and another oper- 
ator, John F. Ludwig, were taken prisoners 
and conveyed to the rebel pen at Cahaba, 
where both fell ill of fever. There were 
twelve men in Pettit’s ward, and eleven died, 
he being the sole survivor. He and Ludwig 
expected to be paroled, but instead Ludwig 
‘was sent to the federal camp, while Pettit 
was impressed at the rebel end to work the 
wires for the exchange of prisoners. Pettit 
Was so exhausted by the rigors of his im- 
prisonment that he was forced to work ly- 
ing ina hammock. He had a relapse, which, 
while it threatened his life In reality, proba- 
bly saved it, for he and Ludwig were to go 

North on the ill-fated Sultana, which blew 

up and burneds near Memphis, killing and 

drowning 1,400 wounded soldiers. 

Another of the veteran Chicago telegra- 
phers is Z. P. Hotchkiss, an employ6 of the 
Western Union Telegraph company, who 
enlisted in the Thirty-sixth Illinois Infantry 
early in 1862. He was detailed to the mili- 
tary telegraph corps under Colonel R. C. 
Clowry, also of Chicago, who had charge of 
lines in the Southwest. Hotchkiss went 

\through the Missouri campaign, and was 
then attached to the non-commissioned staff 
of General Davidson in the Little Rock cam- 
paign, and was then transferred to the De- 
partment of the Gulf and went through the 

Mobile campaign, becoming the field oper- 

ator for General E. R. 8. Canby. 

Elbert Stephens, who has for twenty-nine 
years been in the service of the Western 
Union Telegraph company at the Chicago 
Office, is a veteran telegrapher who entered 
— war from Iowa in the Ninth Infantry. 

© Served in the army of the frontier, com- 
mafided by General J. M. Schofield, and was 
sent On detached telegraph service as re- 
quired. J. Newton Crittenton, another old 

Western Union employé, joined the army as 
. @n operator and accompanied Genera! Nel- 

son's division to Shiloh. He was then or- 

dered to north Alabama as chief operator 
with General O. M. Mitchell's division o* the 
army ofthe Cumberland. He advanced with 


the army into Tennessee and Kentucky, and 


became train dispatcher and superin- 
tendent of railway telegraph at Nashville, 
whence he sent many of General Grant's 
messages. During his service throughkou 
the war Mr. Crittenton acted as correspond- 
ent of the Detroit Tribune, and his feports 
of the campaigns in North and South Caro- 
lina, in which Michigan troops took part, 
are incorporated in the official war records 
of Michigan. 

Leander D. Parker, General Superintend- 
ent of the Postal Telegraph company, was 
one of the members of the United States 
military telegraph corps who saw a great 
deal of active service. He was first em- 
ployed on a line which was built from Cairo 
along the north«bank of the Ohio, crossing, 
the river by cable to Paducah. From there 
he went to Savannah, and was at the battle 
of Pittsburg Landing, sending the news of 
that great fight to the North by means ofa 
little pocket instrument. | 


Telegraphing Under Difficulties. 


TiHroughout the war the military telegraph 
corps was of the utmost value to the gov- 
ernment. Although the old Morse printing. 
telegraph machine, which made dots and 


dashes on narrow reels of paper, was then 


generally employed, and the Wheatstone 
duplex system was unthought of, the mil- 
itary operators were all expert enough to 
take by ear. They could tap wires at any 
point and send by means of pocket instru- 
ments, and instances are known of operators 
taking messages by simply cutting the wires 
and placing the ends against their tongues. 
In the Kentucky campaign against Morgan 
at a stockade on the Clarksville line, G. W. 
Plum sent a message to Roundsville for re- 
inforcements by sticking a crowbar into the 
ground for an earth connection, and tapping 
it with a cut wire. He received the reply by 
placing one hand on the bar and the end of 
the line in his mouth. 

The life of the military telegraphersin the 
fleld was both exciting and hazardous, for 
if caught inside the enemy’s line they were 
treated as spies. In time of war and great 
epidemics the telegrapher is under as strict 
orders as the soldier in the field, and many 
have yielded up their lives at the post of 
duty. The old-time military operators went 
wherever the armies went, Every station 
that had troops, and many‘that had none, 
possessed the telegraph. The wire ran 
through forests, over byways, along streams, 
and under rivers, and in the field service it 
went to many places where it has never 
been since. All of the operators had to be 
experts. Special ones frequently had to take 
and decipher the most difficult code mes- 
sages, and they had to doitinma hurry. Their 
work for the government and the Generals 
at the front often saved the union arms 
from disaster, and as often enabled vital 
and effective moves to be made against the 
enemy. The most intricate and difficult 
cipher used by the rebels during the civi} 
war—one that baffied the experts ofthe War 
department—was made up of six different 
sets of characters and symbols, including 
music, Greek, Indian, Roman, telegraphic, 
and phonetic. After captured samples of it 
had been studied without avail by the ex- 
perts one letter was sent as a last resort 
to the telegraphic rooms, and in four hours 
Operators Tinker, Bates, and Chandler had 


+} made it out. They first discovered the 


Phonetic words “ reaches, you,” and by 
happy guess placed the words “ before 
this’’ preceding the others, and thus hav- 
ing ten letters to start with they translated 
the cipher backwards, and made out impor- 
tant information from J. H. Cannack in New 
York to Judah P. Benjamm regarding the 
shipment of 12,000 rifled muskets to Halifax 
Upon receipt and translation of another 
similar cipher United States Marshal Robert 
Murray in New York was enabled under 
instructions of Secretary Stanton to seize 
several millions of dollars of Confederate 
money and bonds, together with the dies

ments of troops. General Stager next de- 
vised a cipher for General] McClellan for use 
in the field, and the first copy of this was 
given to Allan C, Pinkerton, the noted de- 
tective, of Chicago, who was selected to go 
into the field| in Kentucky and find out and 
communicate to the War department the 
movements of the rebels in that section. 
McClellan’s campaign in West Virginia, 
Anderson's é€arly operations in Kentucky, 
and Fremont’s, farther west, were ar- 
ranged and conducted largely by use of this 
cipher. In its arrangement the words in the 
first column indicated the number of lines 
in the message and preceded all others in 
the telegrams transmitted. The words in 
the second column were check words, one of 
which was thrown in at the end of every 
sixth word. The other four columns were 
made up of selected words to represent the 
officers, places, conditions, and circum- 
stances which the message complete ex- 
plained. The foliowing is a brief Sample:

Even with this careful cipher in use to 
insure greater safety in the communication 
of orders and plans, the routes, columns, 
names of commanders, and of the holders 
of the cipher were verbally communicated. 
With a cipher like this sufficiently elongated 
as to number of words there is no meaning 
to the lines when the words are selected 
and placed in rotation, generally written 
from left to right, but if the first, or key 
word, should be “telegraph” it would in- 
dicate there were eight lines in the message, 
and in translating the figures 1 to 8 would 
be placed on paper from top to bottom, while 
the words would fall into the six columns 
of the code and the blind words, having no 
connection with the message, but being used 
only to baffle shrewd guessing, an expert in 
translating would discard them and the 
residue would comprise a message which he 
would have no difficulty in deciphering by 
reading up and down the numbered columns 
alternately from left to right. 

But before the close of the war the 
exigencies demanded something safer than 
even the word cipher, and a cipher of nu- 
merals, representing words, was devised by 
8. H. Beckwith of the military telegraph 
corps. These were known as ciphers Nos. 3, 
4, and 5. The first was introduced Dec. 25, 
1864, and was for exclusive use at the head- 
quarters of Generals Grant, Sherman, 
Thomas, Sheridan, and Canby. It was dis- 
carded March 23, 1865, after which No. 4 was 
used until the close of the war, when it was 
discarded. Subsequently No. 5 was used by 
the War department during the reconstruc- 
tion period. The key proper of this cipher

Horrors of the Middle Passage. 


At nightfall’ in years past dark, low-hulled 
brigantines slipped cautiously In from sea 
and were moored quickly as near the shore 
as possible.

The twin towers of the old cathe- 
dral rise above them; and here and there a 
smaller turret pricks the sky; the great ba- 
nana trees shade the ragged little gardens 
and courts where the vines and flowers grow 
riotously, and the palm everywhere lends its 
magic touch to the landscape. Between the 
yellow, blue, red, and green walls of the

and fourscore years in this the second oldest 
city of the New World. 

From here the Spanish conquerors set forth 
to conquer new kingdoms; and, returning 
victorious, touched at the island and daz- 
glied the inhabitants with the wealth and 
wonders brought from the strange, new 
lands. 

This is the see of an Archbishop, the head 
of the Church of Rome in Cuba; and from 
all the cities in the island people come to the 
great ceremonies, and the narrow strects 
are brilliant with the processionals. The 
bells of the cathedral chime the hours as 
they have chimed for two centuries and more 
and call to mass and vespers. 

Nearly twenty-five years ago, one Novem- 
ber afternoon, past the American consulate 
marched the officers and crew of the Vir- 
ginius—condemned men. They marched in 
fours, saluting the American consulate, its 
flagstaff significantly bare. And before the 
gray walls of the city abattoir—fit place for 
such a deed!—fifty-three members of the ex- 
pedition, many of them Americans, knelt 
with their backs to the firing squadron and 
fell wounded before the clumsy firing of the 
Spanish soldiers, who finally discharged 
thelr rifles in the mouths of the victims to 
dispatch them. 

In the waters of the harbor the hungry, 
man-eating sharks swim restlessly to and 
fro, and woe to the seaman who loses his 
footing and falls overboard—he will not even 
rise again. And down there where the dark 
fins show is a wonderful old relic of the 
days of Philip II. ef Spain: the naked ribs 
of the old St. Paul, doubtless the last rem- 
nant of the great Spanish armada of 1588— 
the wreck of Spanish hopes nearly three 
centuries ago. 

Always the history of Santiago de Cuba 
has been full of crime and oppression. Here 
have been some of the most barbarous acts 
of barbarous Spain. But vengeance never 
came. Life in the old town dragged on, the 
rippling bay keeping its own secrets, and 
old Morro Castle guarding hers. The world 
was far away and the cry of the oppressed 
was feeble. 

But the day of reckoning came at last. 
Strange, fearful shapes loomed up on the 
green waves of the Caribbean Sea, and San- 
tiago de Cuba was at last face to face with 
the vengeance of the civilized world. The 
great ships spoke, and the yellow, vine- 
clasped walls of Morro crumbied. Now, at 
night, the wierd searchlights from a dozen 
ships sweep across the dark waters, and 
even the secrets of the strange cave below 
Morro are known to them—for they go where 

e waves crept in. 
the harbor of Santiago de 
Cuba, Spain’s new armada is in refuge—in 
what fateful surroundings! Below, the 
sharks swim around the last vestige of the 
‘““invineible armada ’’>and wait. 

On shore the walls of the abattoir mark 
where the Virginius men fell. 

On the Calle Cathedral the American con- 
eulate is empty, and the flagstaff is stripped. 

Across the way, there is no merry chat 
and laughter, the market folk show little 
food and the prices are high. Already the 
grip of famine is felt. 

The band plays on the Alameda, but who 
has the heart to go? It is better to go to 
mass when the bells of the Cathedral call. 

The tall péaks of the Sierra Maestra tower 
above the city, threatening, hemming it in 
from the help that might come by land, 
And behind the mountains, perhaps even 
now among the hills and gazing down upon 
the city, are the descendants of those 
slaves who were driven over the gangways 
of the brigantines. And the insurgents, 
brother-patriots of those who fell from 
Morro’s ramparts into the sea, are there— 
the homeless ones, the vengeful ones. At 
any time may come the warning cry: ‘* Los 
insurrectos! los insurrectos!”’ 

The batteries of Punta Gorda, of La So- 
capa and Morro, are still. There is no sun- 
set gun, for the turrets and towers of Morro 
have fallen and the walls crashed down 
into the sea, even as the bodies of the 
patriots fell. And, before the harbor, part- 
armored by the ore from the Sierra Maes- 
tra’s heart, the grim war vessels of los 
Americanos move in stately ine—avengers 
of the starving ones of Cuba. 

Los Americanos! The windows of the 
homes are barred, the doors are heavy, the 
walls are fortress-strong, but, saints of 
heaven! what can keep them out? Look up 
the channel where, in the dawn, came but 
seven Americanos, eating fire and drink- 
ing battle smoke, like black devils, with 
that ship of theirs, hacking her open for the 
gea to rush in, firing their death machines 
to send her to the bottom, and themselves, 
with no fear of the sharks below, plunging 
into the sea itself, and springing from it 
again. Mother of God! it is not possible 
to kill them. And now—there is no way 
out. 

’ The sound of the bombarding guns fills 
the ears of those who kneel in the dim 
light of the old cathedral till their prayers 
cease, their rosaries click in thelr hands, 
and they can only murmur: “ Dios! Dios!

'MARQUISE DE FONTENOY’S LETTER. | 


(Copyright, 1898, by the Marquise de Fontenoy. } 

Not only the court of Vienna, but likewizge 
that of Italy, has been thrown into deep 
mourning by the death of the Archduke 
Leopold of Austria. For not only was the 
late Prince a brother-in-law of King Victor 
Emmanuel, but his own mother was likewise 
a member of the family which now occupies 
the throne of Italy. 

As I mentioned theother day in these col- 
umns, he was quite unknown to the present 
generation, having for the last twenty years 
or more been to al] intents and purposes 
under restraint, secluded in his magnificent 
Castle of Hornstien, about two hours by 
rail from Vienna, epilepsy, the curse of the 
House of Hapsburg, having reduced him to 
a state of complete imbecility. 

Previous to his 50th year, however, he was 
regarded as the most brilliantly clever mem- 
ber of the reigning family of Austria, and 
greatly distinguished himself in the wars of 
1849, of 1859, and of 1864. During the war of 
1866, where he commanded the Bighth Army 
Corps against the Prussians, the waning of 
his intellectual faculties became first ap- 
parent, and there fs no doubt that in apite of 
his former military successes he was largely 
responsible for the crushing defeat of the 
Austrian army by the Prussians, for which 
the unfortunate Field Marshal Benedek, 
who subsequently committed suicide, was 
made uccountable. 

In fact, it was this particular Archduke 
Leopold who brought about Prince Bis- 
marck’s cutting and historical remark about 
Austria's ‘idiot Archdukes” being the 
“bane of the empire." 

As soon as ever the Archduke felt that his 
mind was going—in fact, within a year or 
two after the war of 1866—he shut himself 
up in his castle of Hornstein and absolutely 
refused to see any of his relatives and friends 
and acquaintances. Indeed, he became so 
shy that when on one occasion the Empress 
was in the neighborhood and availed herself 
of the opportunity to call at the castle she 
was refused permission to even pass the 
lodge gate of the park by which the castle 
was surrounded.

The so-called smokeless powder smokes— 
not so badly, to be sure, as does the ordinary 
black powder nor as does the brown pris- 
matic which was used by Admiral Dewey 
when he smashed things in Manila Bay. 
The head of the business end of a great pow- 
der company said the other day that the 
perseverance of the man who was attempt- 
ing to perfect a-perpetual motion machine 
is as nothing compared to that of the man . 
who thinks he can produce finally a powder 
from which, after discharge, there shall not 
be even so much in the way of smoke as @ 
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The Indiana man watched the splintered 
remains of his factory building fall to earth, 
attended to the wants of the wounded and 
looked after the burial of the dead, then he 
sturted for Chicago, went to the headquar- 
ters of a big powder firm, and requested 
that they give him a place where he could 
continue his experiments. The powder firm 
authorities were afraid that he would con- 
tinue his explosions and so his request was 
denied. Doubtless by -this time, however, 
that man ig experimenting again and will 
continue to experiment until he hag either 
an absolutely smokeless powder or has

‘With a view of ascertaining the sentiment of the people of 
Chicago concerning this plat Ths Trisune has interviewed a 
great many men prominent in public affairs, the various profes- 
sions, and in business life. has requested a short expression of 
opinion on the subject, and many of the communications received 
are printed on this page, although the responses have been so uni- 
versal that the exigencies offspace make it impossible to print 
but a comparatively small number. Without exception the plan 
has met with general approbation, and many hints have been of- 
fered of means by which the day may be made impressive and 
reverential. The plan to throw open the schoolhouses and public 
places has met with general favor, and the appropriateness of 
making the reading of the Declaration of Independence the main 
feature of every meeting has been insisted upon.

The hotel-owners of Chicago are a class of business-men who 
enthusiastically indorse the plan of a general celebration and it 
is likely that they will contribute to its financial success.

Eden of the Great Northern approved the idea, and, with A. 8. 
Gage of the Wellington, promised to work actively to bring about 
Mr. Gage is President of the Hotelmen’s association 
and at a meeting of the organization which will be held next Tues- 
day evening he will bring the matter up and there is little doubt 
but that a handsome subscription in aid of the celebration will be 
obtained. 

President D. D. Healy of the Board of Cook County Commis- 
sioners is another public official to whom the plan of a public cele- 
bration of the old-fashioned order appeals as fitting and desirable. 
Not only does he give it his own personal approval, but he has 
promised to bring the matter before the board and he gives his 
assurance that favorable action will be taken. 

From one direction a somewhat discouraging opinion comes, 
and that is from Superintendent of Schools A. G. Lane. He jis not 
in favor of opening the city’s school buildings for public meet- 
ings, but he bases his objections principally on the matter of a sum- 
mer paucity of janitors. In the absence of Edward G. Halle, 
President of the Board of Education, Mr. Lane was asked to 
state his views of a great public Independence day celebration and 
he said: 

“With reference to the celebration as a wholeI am in favor 


- of it, but as to the holding of meetings in the schoolhouses, this can- 


not bedone. Theschools close June 24, and both children and 
teachers are then spread out in every direction. The School com- 
mittee could, I presume, give permission to use the halls in the 
schoolhouses, but that would mean the necessity of janitors, etc. 
We have several patriotic services in the schools during the year 
and——” Well, the impression received from Mr. Lane’s remarks 
was that the proposed celebration did not meet with any particular 
favor, and littleaidfrom the Superintendent of Public Schools 
was to be expected. One of the members of the School board, 
however, advised that applications for the use of school buildings 
be made direct to the Committee on School Management. The 
final meeting will be held June 23 and he expressed the belief that 
it would not be difficult to obtain the desired permission. 


It is but natural that two such patriotic organizations as the 
Grand Army of the Republic and the Sons of the Revolution 
should be in the vanguard of a movement for a serious 
and patriotic celebration of Independence day. O. A. Part- 
ridge, Assistant Adjutant General of the G. A. R., puts his 
organization on record in a communication which is printed else- 
where on this page, and Frank K. Root, Secretary of the Sons of 
the Revolution, indorses a grand patriotic demonstration in a let- 
ter which is also printed. It is evident that no pains to make the 
project a success will be spared by these two organizations. 

There are numerous others who have joined in their approba- 
tion and support to make the proposed plan a grand success. The 
members of the judiciary all approve the idea and have signified 
their approbation by letter. The clergy, as far as they have been 
interviewed, pledge their unqualified approval and support. Mem- 
bars of the bar are enthusiastic, and they only express the tem- 
per of all classes of citizens of Chicago on the subject. 

So there remains little doubt but that Independence day in

The first time the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence was read in Chicago was in 1836, 
at the first Fourth of July celebration, and 
among the “ boys’”’ of that day two are still 
alive—Fernando Jones and “ Alec’’ Beau- 
Dien, known to every citizen of Chicago.

Wentworth and the Indians. 


“Among the crowd was Elija Wentworth

Clever Idea to Facilitate the Launder- 
ing of Befrilled, Tucked, and 
Ruffied Petticoats.

__A& top of white or dark silk comes just to 
the knee, and to this buttonsa flounce of sili 
or musiin. 

A good many women sew the flounce to the 
top of the skirt, instead of buttoning It. 

The top of the flounce ts, of course, finished 
with a straight band, often formed of a wide 
tape, and the top of the skirt has a substag- 
tial facing about two inches deep. 

Since skirts must fit so smoothly about the 
hips and fall full about the feet, the drop 
skirt becomes almost a necessity.

And how this yell used to roll out from 
the 250 cadets as the Naval Academy team 
eame trotting out on to the. field in their 
dirty football clothes and with their long 
hair waving in the breeze. And Bagley 
was the king of them all, the man who was 
never known to lose his head, and who was 
as sure on a punt or a catch as any man 
who ever chased the pigskin. Again and 
again he saved the Naval Academy team 
from defeat, and his wonderful courage and 
dash will. not soon be forgotten by those 
who knew him. 

There are many pleasant stories the Naval 
Academy men have to tell of “ Worthless ”’ 
Bagley, as he was called by those most in- 
timate with him. He roomed during the 
four years’ course at the academy with 
Breckinridge, who was drowned on another 
torpedo boat, the Cushing, while trying to 
get into Havana before the Maine affair. 
Bagley and Breckinridge were never left 
much to themselves, for to their rooms 
crowded the cadets at all hours for advice, 
for skylarking, for sympathy, for assist- 
ance in their studies, and many other things. 
And no one, not even a homesick plebe, en- 
tered this room that he did not come away 
feeling happier and more contented with 
his lot, for, though he might be hazed and 
‘*‘run”’ a little by Breckinridge and Bag- 
ley, he was never ill-treated or made un- 
happy by their treatment of him. 

And there was another one, the first young 
officer in the navy to be killed by Spanish 
treachery, and that was D. R. Merritt. He, 
too, was a classmate of Breckinridge and 
Bagley, and a close and intimate friend 
of both of these fine fellows. Merritt 
was killed in the explosion of the Maine a 
few weeks after Breckinridge’s death on 
the Cushing. These three men, Breckin- 
ridge, Bagley, and Merritt, all classmates, 
all friends, and all remarkably fine young 
officers, will not soon be forgotten by their 
associates, and if the young ensigns and 
assistant engineers in the navy who were 
classmates of these fine fellows ever get 
within gunshot of a Spaniard and don't 
more than square accounts with them for 
the death of these men it will be passing 
strange.—Portland (Me.) Press.

World’s Champions Will Compete 
for First Honors. 


TRAINING AT PARKSIDE TRACK 


ICKED athletes, champions in their 
respective events, will contest at 
Parkside track next Saturday to de- 
cide the supremacy in track and field 
events between the East and West, 

ted by the Chicago Athletic asso- 
ciation and the New York Athletic club. 

It will be one of the greatest athletic meets 
ever held in this country, provided weather 
conditions are such that good performances 
are possible. The C. A. A. has the pick of 
the best Western college athletes, besides 
any others who have shown ability in any 
line of athletic work. The twoclubs include 
in their membership twelve world’s cham- 

ons. 
Pout at Parkside track, where training 
quarters have been established, Fred Stone 
has his team hard at work. It has been 
added to all through the last week by the 
arrival of the different athletes, and this 
week all will be here and at work. 

The Eastern club will bring McCracken, 
the hammer-throw champion; Tewkesbury, 
the fast Pennsylvania sprinter; Bloss, the 
broad jumper; Cregan, the fast long distance 
runner; Clapp, the Yale vaulter; and almost 
all the men who have won honors during 
the last year or two in the big Eastern 
competitions. 

The entire team has not been definitely 
announced as yet, and the C. A. A. has not 
received the entry list. 

The C. A. A. has a full team now. It has 
gome men who stand no show of taking firsts 
in their events, but they are placed on the 
team as the best representatives of the 
Western colleges and athletic circles more 
as a compliment to the colleges'than forany 
points they may win. It seems pretty cer- 
tain that firsts will decide the contests, but 
if the meet narrows down closely the seconds 
and thirds will help to win the meet. 


Hennemann in the Weights. 


Hennemann, the giant weight-thrower, is 
one of the men who is depended upon to win 
points for the cherry circle. He holds the 
record in the discus throw of 118 feet 9 inches, 
although he has done much better in prac- 
tice.» He can throw the hammer 146 feet 
and is counted upon to take second to Mc- 
Cracken, the Pennsylvania champion. In 
putting the shot he is a first-class man and 
has a record of 44 feet 2 inches. Roller of 
De Pauw, Western intercollegiate champion, 
has joined the team and may get a place. 
He is goodfor 41 feet 6 inches. Stengel, the 
Wisconsin atscus thrower, who made a rec- 
ord of 117 fget at the intercollegiate meeta 
week agO-ias also joined the team and will 
compete for honors for the cherry circle with 
Hennemann. 

Rush and Maybury, the two Western 
champion sprinters, will again represent the 
C. A. A. Both are credited with having run 
the hundred yards dash in :(9%, and as 
Wefers will probably not be able to come 
West they have a good chance to win the 
100 and 220 yards dashes between them, al- 
though the Eastern sprinters will give them 
a hard fight for first honors. 

Jarvis D. H. Jackson, Klunder, and Cas- 
sady of Purdue are the C. A. A. quarter 
milers. Jarvis has a record of :50, while the 
others run in about :51 when at their best. 
It is not likely that this time will be fast 
enough to get better than second’place, al- 
though the men may be able to excel their 
present records. 


Two Good Jumpers. 

Hamilton and Holland, the Drake Uni- 
versity jumper, will represent the C. A. A. 

in the broad jump. Hanfilton is credited 

with 23 feet 1 inch, which is certainly good 

enough for a place, although the Eastern 
club is expected to bring one of the recent 
intercollegiate champions at this distance. 

Martin, in the pole vault, is scheduled to 
contest with Clapp, the phenomenal Yale 
vaulter. Martin can vault 11 feet, but against 
Clapp’s record of 11 feet 6 inches his chances 
—_ good for nothing more than second 
place. 

Uffendell and Brown will take care of the 
half mile and are good for about two min- 
utes in this event. 

The star of the team is A. C. Kraenzlein, 
national hurdle champion, and one of the 
best all around athletes in the country. ne 
can make creditable records at almost any 
of the events, and next year will try for the 
all-round championship. He will 
edly win the hurdle events without diff—i- 
culty. He has been under the training of 
Mike Murphy at Pennsylvania, and his awk- 
ward style, familiar to Western college men, 
has not been changed, for Murphy was 


afraid it might affect his speed. The only » 


change in his work is a shortening of the 
“ float’ over the hurdies, which Kraenzlein 
says has given him more speed for the finish. 
He is also a first-rate performer at the 
broad jump, clearing over twenty-three feet. 


A. A. U. National Games. 


Pease of Northwestern will compete in 
the mile walk, without much prospect of win- 
ning any pointe, although for a new man 
he has shown good form and walks in a man- 
her that gives promise of good performance 
in the future. He has plenty of endurance, 
but is not speedy enough yet to walk in fast 
company.

HOOLEY AND T HE CYCLE TRADE 


Was a Most Important Figure in the 
English Tire Industry—Introduced 
_ Cantilever Frame. 


| Ernest Terah Hooley, who was declared 
a bankrupt in London last week, was one 
of the most prominent figures in the cycle 
trade abroad. His greatest deal in con- 
nection with the cycle industry was the pur- 
chase of an option on the largest and the 
original tire company in the world, the 
Dunlop. Securing this, he floated a new 
concern with an enormous capital, and as 
a result made clear several millions of dol- 
lars. The new Dunlop company secured 
the business of several other tire concerns 
and practically controlled all the business 
in this line in the British Isles. Then 
Hooley turned his attention toward other 
cycle affairs, springing on the public the 
wheel with the cantilever frame. Though 
but little was done with this machine, it 
was regarded and still is thought to be the 
coming wheel, for its strength is wonder- 
ful when its weight is taken into considera- 
tion—road wheels weighing in the neighbor- 
hood of fourteen pounds and racing 
thachines only ten to twelve pounds. 


A woman in Germany is compelled to 
pass a severe examination as to her ability 
to ride a bicycle before she is permitted to 
use the public highways. Most of the acci- 
dents occurring on the road wherein cy- 
clists are concerned are caused b gin- 
ners, and not the much-abused scOrcher. 
It is on this account that it would not be a 
bad plan if some such regulation as that 
in Germany were in force in this country. 


The makers of chainless wheels are en- 
couraged over the success of this type of 
machine through the riding of Rivierre in 
the Bordeaux-Paris race and one of the time 
winners in the Irvington-Milburn road race 
in New York on Decoration day. Rivierre, 
in fact, has won two of these races on 
chainless. wheels, and Huret made his great 
twenty-four hour record on a machine of 
this type. So far the chainless wheel has 
not been the success from a sales point of 
view that some had expected and hoped, 
but it is taken by many that it naturally 
requires at least a full year to determine re- 
sults. The fact that Edwards, the New- 
Yorker who ts attempting to ride a century 
a day for the entire year, is mounted ona 
.chainless wheel is also taken as an indica- 
tion that the chainless will prove all that is 
claimed for it, for Edwards now says that 
he could not do the feat on the ordinary 
chain wheel. 


A novel case was decided at Sandusky 
last week, wherein it was held that a bi- 
cycle is a necessity. A young man pur- 
chased a wheel and a road cart, but paid 
only for the cart. The dealer sued for the 
amount of the bicycle, $60, but the gpur- 
chaser contended that as he was a spinor 
and the bicycle was a luxury he could not 
be held for the debt. But the attorney for 
the plaintiff held that as a vehicle the bi- 
cycle was a necessity and the court agreed 
with him, rendering judgment accordingly. 


The people of Paris know far more about 
the inside workings of cycle racing than 
the people of this country, probably for the 
reason that they see more of such sport 
than the Americans. The Parisians, for 
instance, prefer match races, and give good 
reasons for their choice. In a race where 
the number of entries is large it is neces- 
sary, in order to reduce the size of the field, 
to resort to heats. In this case the public 
sees the poorest and the best talent compet- 
ing, with the possible chance of seeing the 
talent, for one or another cause, bowled 
over. Thus the race is robbed of interest. 
Little interest is shown when some third 
or fourth rate riders are competing, par- 
ticularly when. such talent is in the final 
heat. It is proposed to so arrange mat- 
ters that the men will be nearly of a class, 
so that their ability will be more nearly 
equal and the result settled with more in- 
‘terest than would be the case were some of 
raters.

complished. He is mentioned as “*‘ wander- 
ing through a garden whose blossoms he has 
often plucked before, there is always fresh 


art in his twining of a new wreath, and fresh 


charm in the nosegays wherein he mingles 
so deftly fair and familiarflowers.”’

, Bhould these not entirely flattering reports 
prove correct beyond refutation the new 
Stage character of Mr. Pinero and Mr. Co- 
mynsCarr and the garlands of Sir Arthur’s 
twining may be spared yet a little from the 
American stage. 


__ It is not often that an article so compre- 

* hensive and containing so much matter uf 
general interest relating to the subject ap- 
pears as the one on Sir Alexander Campbell 
Mackenzie in the current number of the 
London Musical Times. 

There is this mention of the friendship of 
Liszt. for the eminent composer and head of 
the Royal Academy and the London Phil- 
harmonic, which is at once a sideight on 
the character of the great pianist: 

» “ During his sojourn at Florence Sir Alex- 
ander renewed the acquaintance which he 
had formed during his boyhood at Sunders- 
prausen with Liszt. The king of pianists and 
the Scottish composer met frequently at the 
house of Carl Hildebrand, a rendezvous of 
artists, poets, and musicians. Owing to an 
unfortunate misunderstanding on the part 
of Liszt the friendship between the two men 
iwas in danger of being terminated; but when 
the great-souled artist found that he had 
gnade a mistake he seemed as if he could 
mot do sufficient to show his regret. ‘ Where 
ds that Scotchman?’ he said; ‘I want to 
' know his music.’ Mackenzie was at once 
obliged to fetch his Scotcn rhapsodies; and, 
although supper was waiting, Liszt insisted 
upon playing one of them, from the four- 
hand arrangement, with Sophie Menter, be- 
fore he sat down to the meal, and the other 
was played before he retired to rest. The 
mext morning Liszt took the scores away 
with him to Pesth in order that they should 
be performed by the Philharmonic society 
there. His request to have them performed, 
for some reason or other, was not complied 
with; he showed his disapproval of the 
treatment meted out to his young friend’s 
music by absenting himself from the city 
for some years. 

“Mackenzie saw a great deal of Liszt 
while he was living at Florence, and played 
duets with him on several occasions. In 
conjunction with Liszt he here became ac- 
quainted with the works of Tschaikowsky, 
Borodin, and Rimsky-Korsakoff, and thus 
acquired familiarity with the Russian school 
jong before it had become a craze in Lon- 
don. In fact, he introduced Tschaikowsky’s 
famous ‘Pathetic’ Symphony tu a 

ndon audience at the Philharmoric con- 
cert of Feb. 28, 1894, and repeated it on March 
a4, as well as Borodin’s Symphony in B 
agninor on Feb. 27, 1896. When, in later years, 
Liszt was invited to England in 1886 to hear 
@ performance of his ‘ St. Elizabeth,’ given 
at the Novello concerts conducted by Sir 
Alexander, Liszt replied: ‘Mackenzie! Ich 
echulde ihm: etwas (I owe him something). 
i will come.’ The visit of Liszt—after an 
absence of forty-five years from London—to 
Westwood House, Sydenham, the residence 
of the late Henry Littleton, was the great 
event of the spring of 1886. This visit, which 
jwill always be remembered as having called 
forth so much spontaneous enthusiasm—

Sir Frederick Bridge began his Easter term 
series of®Gresham music lectures on the 16th 
ult. at the City of London School. The subject 
of the first discourse was Chopin's set of seven- 
teen songs, which were sung by Miss Helen 
Jaxon, Mr. E. Branscombe, and Mr. Daniel 
Price At the outset of his remarks the lecturer 
gave the true date of Chopin’s birth as recently 
established by the discovery of his baptismal 
certificate, which proves that the composer was 
born on Feb. 22, 1810, and was baptized on the 
following April 23, at the village church of Bro- 
chow, in which his parents, Nicholas Chopin (the 
certificate reads Nicolai Choppen) and Justina 
de Kryzanowsa, had been married on June 28, 
1806. Chopin seemed to have inherited his pecul- 
far gsensitiveness and Slavonic temperament from 
his mother, who was of pure Polish family. 
When barely 9 he improvised in public, and ten 
years later he was a virtuoso, and gave recitals 
in Vienna, Munich, and Peris, ultimately maging 
the last-named city his home and joining in the 
new romantic school of music, of which Berlioz 
was the most “daring representative. Chopin was 
peculiarly attached to his family and fond of his 
sister Louisa, who frequentiy came to see him 
and spent the last three months of his life with 
him. He had a great dislike to write to any but 
members of his own family, and had been known 
to traverse Paris from end to end to decline an 
invitation rather than write a letter. He came to 
London in 1848 and was greatly féted. He re- 
turned to Paris, utterly worn out, to find his 
friend and physician, Dr. Moljn, dead, and died 
himself on Oct. 17, 1849. He ially requested 
that Mozart's Requiem should be sung at his 
funeral. and the Funeral March from the Sonata 
in B flat minor (op. 35) was played as the Introit, 
this being the first time that it was played by an 
orchestra as arranged by Reber. The seventeen 
gongs were composed between 1824 and 1844. 
Little was said‘:about them by his biographers, 
They were unequal in merit, and some approached 


‘the commonplace The melodies were nationa) 


in character, but the interludes formed the most 
characteristic features.

Weber, and Fields, and Sam Bernard un- 
doubtedly have in their “ skindicate’’ act 
about the best “turn ” which has been seen 
in local theaters for a long while, but it ex-

*“‘turn.’’’ And one great advantage of a 
good vaudeville is the bewik’. ring variety 
which {s gained by quick, “ snappy ”’ turns. 
No one will seriously object to applying the 
rules of vaudeville to the first act of ‘‘ Pousse 
Café.”. Nothing has ever been seen which is 
s0 completely emancipated from all rules of 
constfuction. The curtain might descend 
and meascend every fifteen minutes at the 
Grand Opera-House up to 10 o'clock, and no 
one would know that any pretense was being 
made to give anything Duta first-rate up-to- 
date Variety performance. But all rules fail 
in hot Weather, and scrappiness of construc- 
tion is only an added charm. ‘“ Pousse 
Café" is succeeding because it is something 
new and something different, which brings 
about the good old-fashioned result of 
laughter. 

It 48 probable t many people object to 
** The Circus Girl”’ because itis not Pousse 
Café.”" "This, from their personal point of 
view, .may be an unfortunate accident; it 
can ircely be considered a fault. Mr. 
Daly's musical comedy has its own charm, 
although it is much less tumultuous than 
Messts. Weber & Fields’ production. Com- 
pared wtih many similar concoctions which 
have been seen of late The Circus Girl ’’ 
may be rated as good of its kind. But its 
kind is by this, time moderately old.’ The 
title of the piece is in itself a misfortune. 
Girls of all possible and impossible kinds 
have now lent their names to so many 
musical comedies that the mind almost reels 
in an attempt to discover what it has seen 
and; what not. And the end is not yet. 
“The Runaway Girl ”’ has just been brought 
outby Mr. George Edwardes from the same 
hanes which were in part responsible for 
The Gaiety Girl’ and The Circus Girl.” 
It if small wonder that the title of the piece 
at Hooley’s is comparatively unalluring. 

But the show Itself might be seen to advan- 
tage by almost any one. There are many 
people in the company whose performance 
is above the average. Mr. Cyril Scott is 
peculiarly gentlemanly and refined in his 
part, and Mr. James Powers, under the 
chastening Influence of Mr. Daly, is learning 
to be funny without being violent. It is not 
difficult to fancy him appearing in low com- 
edy parts in some of Mr. Daly’s Shakspear- 
ean enterprises. Indeed, the anouncement 
is already mace. Miss Catherine Lewis has 
@ small part, but she has actually madeita 
thoughtful characterization. She probably 
would not so dignify it herself,:-but her cock- 
ney wife of a circus manager is a delicious 
little bit. Miss Virginia Earle is more or less 
of a. novelty to Chicago, and would be worth 
seeing for that if not for her other attrac- 
tions. 

Miss Yvette Violette, whose evolution Mr. 
Daly has taken in charge, is yet in a half- 
baked condition. Her Gullbert imitations 
are by far the best thing she dots in “‘ The 
Circus Girl,”’ and she did these before Mr. 
Daly engagéd her; indeed, they were prob- 
ably what attracted his attention. The Guil- 
bert songs were done with considerable cuc- 
ceds In London at the Empire Theater and 
in Paris at the Folies Bergére and the Casino 
de: Paris. They are clever enough to be 
actual proof of Miss Violette’s talent. But 
-she has a long, hard way to go yet to become 
an actress and a singer. 

‘It is not often that the communications of 
the theatrical press ‘agent seem worthy of 
being transmitted intact to the public. But 
the man who controls “* The Circus Girl's "’ 
department of publicity sends out such a 
uniqué bit of gossip concerning the girls of 
the chorus in that production that it may, 
wé feel, be justifiable to quote it verbatim.., 

/  * The Circus Girl,’ ’’ he writes, ‘‘ may not 
compete in ‘well displayed and bustling 
chorus,’ as the average burlesque company 
managers advertise; it appeals in a superior 
way-in its choruses as a refined display of 
charming. women, who are working in the 
best atmosphere which the cause of their 
calling could possibly demand. They have 
been recruited from families in the best so- 
cial conditions. Many of them are the 
daughters of widows of army and navy offi- 
cers. Many of them are young girls of h'gh 
aspiration, who hope to gain some distinc- 
tion as well as to earn bread for a dependent 
mother.”’ 

Wothing more sweetly human has come to 
the public’s notice for some time than this 
appeal of Mr. Daly. Surely the audiences 
will be stirred by a tender emotion when 
they think of the widows of the naticn’s 
brave defenders being supported by their 
agile and shapely daughters ,who form the 
chorus of “ The Circus Girl.’ 

At the Great Northern Theater tonighithe 
stock company will give ‘‘ Young Miss Win- 
thfop,” a play of Bronson Howard which 
is old enough to be a novelty. This is ex- 


“actly the sort of thing which stock com- 


panies all over the country are doing. The 
most marked feature of the present theatri- 
cal situation is the growth of these organiza- 
tions. They are rushing in when the ordi- 
nary business of the theaters is slack, and 
they hope by the time cold weather returns 
to find themselves thoroughly established. 
It is to be hoped that by that time they will 
be able to give original productions. Mean- 
while their audiences everywhere are enjoy- 
ing a kind of review of all the successes of 
the last fifteen or twenty years. The in- 
quiring may lay the solid foundations ofa 
complete theatrical education during the

‘The announcement that some old and tried 
actor is to appear on the variety stage is in 
itself no longer a novelty. Not a week 
passes without some such piece of news. 
This week we hear the veteran J. H. Stod- 
Wart will make his début on June 20 at Proc- 
tor’s Pleasure Palace in New York, present- 
ing Benjamin Webster’s one-act play, *“‘ One 
Touch of Nature,” and playing twice a day. 
This sort of thing would have been senra-

Hiram Otis, a veteran of the civil war, 
who resides in West Philadelphia, has a 
relic of great interest in the shape of an odd 
American flag. Otis collected the materials 
for this flag’s construction during the late 
war. A brave courier, who did his share 


- toward union victory at the battle of Win- 


chester, was a close friend of Otis. The man 
was mortally wounded and died on the field. 
Otis secured part of his uniform, which now 
forms the blue portion of the interesting 
flag.. The white stripes and stars are part 
of a flag of truce that was carried by Otis 
himself, when, with two comrades, he went 
to a rebel encampment to arrange an ex- 
change of prisoners. The flag was disre- 
garded, and the party was attacked by a 
troop of guerrillas. Of the trio Otis alone 
escaped alive, and he was injured so serious- 
ly that he was discharged frem the army. 
The red stripes are made of a red undershirt 
which, it is claimed, was once the property 
of General Lee.—Philadelphia Record.

stead of accepting the charity of those who 
can ill afford it? If pictures and statu 
are not worth paying for they are not wortl

It is sometimes alleged that artists neil 
too much for their work. Some of them/do 
but if they loaned less and sold more they 
could afford to take smaller prices. lig 


A lecturer recently canvassed the stu 
for a collection of pictures to take to 
gathering of, say, United States volunteers, 
The collection was to be an adjunct to @ 
series of lectures, the pictures were to bé 
spoken of in meeting—from a_technicel 
standpoint; and possibly some sales might 
be made; anyway, it would do good and in-.

By uniting they are strong 
enough to defend their interests, as wis 
shown by their refusal to continue to send 
works to small club exhibitions and their 
they make “ Nothing for nothing ” their dé- 
vice, and remember that the places occupie 
by works loaned might be occupied by works

Charity is another thing. If ft is designed 
to give the poor a taste of art—such loan 
exhibitions as are held at Hull House for 
people who cannot afford to purchase works 
for themselves—it may not do much harm to 
loan works of art.

The market last week was quiet, little be- 
ing done in any branch of real estate.

The death of Mr. Samuel Plimsoll, “ the 
sailors’ friend,’’ recalls a name that fora 
decade has not been prominently before the 
public, but who in a not pretentious orbit ac+ 
complished great results for an humble but 


still, in England, a large class of human | 


beings who in that as well as in other coun- 
tries have been singularly unable to help 
themselves. There is no class of men more 
sorely needing friends than the gailor. In 
too many cases he has been the victim of 
sharks on shore and tyrants at sea, and 
when in addition to that he had to take his 
chances tn. what were known during Mr, 
Plimsoll’s crusade as “ coffin ships,’’ his lot 
was not one to be envied. Mr. Plimsoll made 
antagonism to the practice of greedy and 
unscrupulous ship owners, of sending to s¢a 
overloaded or unseaworthy vessels, the serv- 
tce of the whole of his active later life, and 
when in spite of powerful opposition he ob-

But there is no dan- 
ger of a flag famine. Flags usually have 
about 10 per cent added to their price upon 
the national holidays, like Decoration day 
and Independence day, when the display of 
them is largest, and this has been added by 
dealers generally at the present time; but 
nothing has been done beyond this. 
There has never been a time of war before 
when the United States was providing all 
the materials for making its own national 
ensigns. Until a considerable time after the 
civil war, as is generally known, the bunt- 
ing from which most of the flags intended 
for out-of-door use is made was imported 
from England. By dint of experimentation 
it was seen that it was possible to produce 
the same goods in America. General Ben 
Butler will always be remembered as 
the man who succeeded in persuading Con- 
gress to set a duty upon imported bunting so 
high that tt became almost prohibitory. 
The English goods selling at $10 a roll was 
increased in price fully $2. This gave the 
mill that Butler was chiefly interested in 
a monopoly for a time, since it was the only 
one with machinery and materials fit for un- 
dertaking the new industry. At first these 
works at Lowell, Mass., where all the Amer- 
ican product is still made, set the price just 
low enough to escape competition from 
abroad. The effort was constantly made at 
the same time to improve the quality of the 
output. By importing English machinery 
and English workmen it was made possible 
to put on the market goods equal! in every 
respect to those made across the Atkantic. 
One of Butler’s best brands was known as 
* Engiivh ’’: bunting, to satisfy those who 
had old-fashioned notians against American- 
made wares. 


Prices Not Raised. 


Before long it was found possible to de- 
crease the price. Other persons found it 
profitable to embark upon the new enter- 
prise, and much of the money formerly 
used in the importing business, now wholly 
dead, was turned into this new and even 
more profitable channel.

There is no parttcular knack about mak- 
ing flags. The formula is established by 
the laws of the nation, either acts of Con- 
gress or regulations of the Army or Navy 
department, and there is little or no devia- 
tion. The largest flag officially used is called 
@ garrison fiag, and it is thirty-six feet long. 
The rule is that the stripe shall be half as 
many inches wide as the flag’is feet long; 
in this pafticular instance, therefore, the 
full wi@th of the roll of bunting is used, or 
eighteen inches, making the height of the 
flag nineteen and one-half, practically twen- 
ty feet. The union comes down to rest on 
the sixth stripe from the bottom, being 
seven stripes tall, and its length is one- 
fifth that of the flag. The stars number 
forty-five, and are arranged in six rows, 
alternately containing eight and seven,.be- 
ginning with the top.

PROSPECTS AT OCONOMOWOC. 


Oconomowoc, Wis., June 11.—[Specia].]— 
Whether the present season will prove as 
Jively as those of the recent past is a ques- 
tion seriously agitated here.

They drove them from the first scene of the 
fight down the street to the wharf, and only 
stopped throwing stones and clubs when the 
Russians and Germans gat out of range in 
theif boats.
